PACIFIC NAVAL WAR 


[* the recently released graphic naval 
communique on the Second Battle of 
the Philippines Sea—a better designation 
might be the Three Prong Sea battle of 
the Philippines—there are many aspects 
and phases which for years to come will 
be the subject of study by naval experts. 
Time will tell whether or not the battle 
was decisive as the communique jndi- 
cates. This view of it was based upon the 
reports that two battleships were sunk 
and six so damaged that prolonged re- 
pairs would be necessary to fit them for 
the service; these, in addition to losses 
in other essential categories. It is accu 
rate to say that the Japanese Fleet, de- 
prived of carriers and destroyers, was 
made unbalanced, an important condition 
which cannot be discounted, and with it 
comparatively out of action, our forces 
are in a position to press their advantage 
as they are doing. Moreover, it is cer- 
tainly true that General MacArthur’s 
communications have been made reasona- 
bly secure, and that supplied and rein- 
forced he can move to reconquer Luzon 
and thence Formosa. To those extents, 
the battle was decisive. Decisive also in 
arresting Japanese progress was their 
rebuff in the battles of the Coral Seas and 
Guadalcanal and other engagements in 
that area. However, history is apt to es- 
timate ali these battles as secondary in 
decisiveness to Midway. There the Japa- 
nese, flushed with conquest, were stopped 
and they deemed it expedient to return 
to the policy of limited aims, that is, to 
Sitting tight and consolidating their gains 
in the Far East and the South Seas. 

By pushing to the north Admiral Hal- 
Sey brought on an engagement with an 
enemy force, four of the carriers of which 
were destroyed. These vessels were his 
primary objective, because they were the 
greatest menace to the entire operation. 

The questions which students of war- 
fare will examine in connection with the 
Th Prong Sea Battle of the Philip- 
pines are in connection with Admiral Hal- 
sey s pursuit of the northern prong of the 
eneniy’s Navy. Until we know exactly 
What distance the Halsey command was 
from Leyte this question cannot be finally 


answered. Probably it was within 750 
Miles of that island, so that if it had 
fall back Admiral Kinkaid could have 
Joined with him within 20 hours. Mutual 
Support by our fleets is and necessarily 
must be a cardinal principal of our srat- 
egy view of the vast distances to be 
Covered and the fact that it has been nec- 


essary to extend ourselves, and the abil- 
ity the Japanese Navy to select a time 


and place where it believed it would enjoy 
actual superiority. That Admiral Halsey 
Was not too far away to support Kinkaid 


is shown by his detachment of ships from 
his command to aid that commander the 
moment he was apprised of the presence 
of the other two enemy prongs in the 
San Bernardino and Suribao Straits.

New Bill Proposes ‘Super’ 
Ranks for 8 High Officers 

Entirely new legislation, intended to 
provide eight officers of five-star rank for 
the Army and Navy, was introduced in 
the House. this week, after Chairman 
May, of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, and Chairman Vinson, of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, appeared 
before the Rules Committee to, seek a 
special order of business for Senate-ap 
proved legislation, S. 2019, which would 
have created two Fleet Admirals. 

The new bill, H. R. 5540, sporsored by 
Mr. May as a result of an agreement 
between the Rules Committee, Mr: Vinson 
and himself, would create the grade of 
Fleet Admiral of the United States Navy 
“as the highest grade in the Navy,” and 
the grade of General of the Army, Gen- 
erals of the Army taking “rank above all 
other officers on the active list of or in 
active duty in the Army.” 

Iour othcers in each grade would be 
appointed under terms of the May bill. 
The Rules Committee was informed that 
the officers to be named Fleet Admirals 
are Admiral William D. Leahy, Chief of 
Staff to the President; Admiral Ernest 
J. King, CNO and COMINCH; Admiral 


Chester W. Nimitz, CINPAC, and Ad- 
miral William F. Halsey, jr., a_ fleet 
commander. To five-star Army rank 


would be named General George C. Mar- 

shall, Chief of Staff; General Henry H. 

Arnold, commanding general, Army Air

Permanent Marine Lt. General 

To create the permanent rank and 
title of lieutenant general in the United 
States Marine Corps, for the commandant 
of the Marine Corps, Representative Vin- 
son, Ga., chairman of the House Naval 
Committee, has introduced H. R. 5535. 
The bill is a personal one and not a Navy 
Department measure. 

The temporary rank and title of lieu 
tenant general for the commandant of the 
Marine Corps was established by Public 
Law 406, 77th Congress, on 20 Jan. 1942. 
The first commandant to acquire the title 
and rank was Maj. Gen. Thomas Hol- 
comb, who was succeeded as commandant 


by Lt. Gen. Alexander A. Vandegrift. 
General Vandegrift would be the first to 
attain the permanent grade and title 
should the proposed legislation be en- 


acted into law. 





Navy En Bloc Promotions 

About 8,000 junior officers of the Regu- 
lar Navy and Naval Reserve, including 
the Women’s Reserve, were expected to 
be temporarily promoted to next higher 
grades effective 1 Dec. 

The promotion order had not been is- 
sued as the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
went to press, but it is understood that 
those who will be eligible for advance- 
ment to lieutenant (junior grade) and 
lieutenant under the usual conditions 
will be ensigns and lieutenants (junior 
grade, respectively, whose dates of rank 
in the grade now held were 2 August 
1943 to 1 September 1943, inclusive. 

Whether lieutenants (junior grade) of 
the Regular Navy staff corps whose dates 
of rank are 2 August to 1 Sept 19438 will

Hot Debate in Senate 
On Army Nominations 


Action on the nominations of 97 Army 
| officers named by the President for pro 


motion to higher general officer grades in 

the Army of the United States was de 
| laved this week by the Senate. 
| Desiring to consider the nominations of 
| officers on duty in the United States at 
greater length, Senator Chandler, Ky., 
| chairman of the nominations subcommit 
| 





tee of the Senate Military Affairs Com 

mittee, permitted the reporting only of 

the nominations of officers now serving 

overseas. It was proposed to confirm these 
| overseas officers on 27 Nov., but Senator 
| Gurney, 8S. Dak., a member of the com 
| mittee, contended that the officers at home 
| and overseas all were part of one team 
and should be confirmed together, unless 
there were specific objection to any par 
ticu'ar officer. No such objection had been 
made, he said. 

Senator Gurney moved to have the 
overseas nominations recommitted, but 
then agreed to permit them to remain on 
the calendar to be considered yesterday, 
1 Dec., after the Military Committee had 
| opportunity to study the entire list of 97 
nominations, 

Senator Chandler and Senator Johnson, 

Colo., stated that the committee desired 
| to give special study to promotion of of 
ficers in the United States. 

Reported by the committee were the 
nominations of nine brigadier generals to 
| be major generals. Twenty-three officers 
| had been nominated for promotion to 
| major general, the other 14 being held up. 

Similarly, the committee reported the 

nominations of only 52 of the 73 colonels 

who were to be promoted to brigadier 
general, 

Held up also was the nomination for 
promotion to lieutenant general of Maj. 
Gen. Wilhelm D. Styer, Chief of Staff, 

|} Army Service Forces, and Deputy Com- 
| manding General, ASF. 

During debate on the nominations 27 
Nov. the following colloquy occurred: 

Senator Gurney. Mr. President, the entire 
list of nominations was not considered by the 
subcommittee or the full committee in a 
regularly scheduled meeting. It is my firm 

| belief that every officer on that list is a mem 
| ber of the team which is the Army of the 
United States. It is my firm belief that offi- 
| cers who happen to have the misfortune of 
being told to serve in the United States are 
just as much members of that team as if they 
were overseas. It is a team, and I intend so to 
conduct myself that I shall not differentiate 
between domestic service and overseas service. 

The officers who are up for promotion and who 

happen to be overseas would be the first ones 
| to say that service in the War Department, 
| in the Pentagon Building, is just as important 

as is overseas service, The men who are over- 
seas are the fortunate ones. Men who are 
| stationed in the United States in Uncle Sam's 
| Army would give their right arms to be given 
| duty overseas. 
} I make the statement to the Senators now 
on the floor that there is no objection to the 
nomination of any officer on the entire list. 

None has been presented to the subcommittee; 

none has been presented to the full commit- 
| tee. The only objection to the list is that 
| there are not on it the names of officers whom 

some persons wish to have promoted, 

Therefore, Mr. President, I believe it is en- 
tirely fair that the full list of names be con- 
sidered and that not merely a part of the list

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The Cigarette Shortage 


Cincinnati Times-Star—‘“Many Americans are an- 
noyed over a shortage of cigarettes which seems out 
of all proportion to the reasons officially assigned for 
it. And they are more than annoyed by the shortage 
of popular-brand cigarettes for our troops overseas.” 

Philadelphia Inquirer—“There will be full ap- 
proval, abroad and at home, of General Eisenhower's 
blunt order prescribing court martial for any service 
personnel under his command found engaged in black 
market sales of cigarettes. It is bad enough that cigar- 
ette allowances have been curtailed. Aggravation of 
that situation by chislers is intolerable and General 
Kisenhower’s action points strongly that it has been 
no sma!l factor in depriving fighting men at the front 
of sufficient smokes to ease the terrific strains of war.” 

Baltimore Sun—“There is some difficulty in getting 
labor, nevertheless, the factories are turning out more 
cigarettes than ever before, Black-market operations 
are on such a small scale as not to be an appreciable 
factor, nationally. There is some hoarding, but not 
enough to account for the shortage. * * * An increase 
by sixty-four and a half. billion in the number of 
cigarettes consumed, over the peacetime total, is the 
main reason why you cannot always buy your favorite 
brand.” 


Portland Press Herald—“tIt is distinctly distressing 
that the cigarette black market in Paris has become so 
black that the soldiers’ supply has been cut. The worst 
part of it is (and it must be hoped that the report is 
not true) that the cigarettes offered in the black 
market ‘of course come from Army supplies.’ Why 
the Army is unable to prevent trafficking in its own 
supplies is hard to see.” 

Washington Times-Herald—“This year’s tobacco 
crop will total about 1,500,000,000 pounds. To assure 
enough smokes for all Americans who want them, 
we would have to use 1,490,000,000 pounds of this crop 
—990,000,000 pounds to make 330,000,000,000 cigar- 
ettes, eating tobacco, snuff, etc. That would leave a 
margin of 10,000,000 pounds. But—and here is the 
payoff line—400,000,000 pounds of our 1944 tobacco 
crop has been allocated through the Commodity Credit 
Corporation to the British Empire.” 

Philadelphia Record—‘“It is true that cigarettes 
have been shipped overseas at a rate which would 
provide more than 50 a day for every man overseas— 
almost 10 times the civilian rate. But the armed forces 
apparently aren’t getting them. * * * The OPA says 
a black market in cigarettes has sprung up. But this 
hardly explains the overseas shortages, and even at 
home there is little evidence so far of a black market

large enough to explain the shortage. 

New York Daily News — “400,000,000 pounds oi 
our 1944 tobacco crop has been allocated through thx 
Commodity Credit Corporation to the British Empir 
Why we should turn over so much of our tobacco 
the British when we’re pinched for it ourselves 
hard to figure out, British Empire tobacco prodw 
tion, stimulated by imperial preference tariff rate- 
has been flourishing for some 15 years.”

But it’s the fellows on tly 
firing line and in the hospitals who ought to be getting 
those we can’t get.” 

New York Wall Street Journal—‘In the present 
shortage of cigarettes as well as some other forms « 
tobacco, it will be well for the public to keep in mind 
that people are being paid not to raise tobacco. So: 
place or other we read recently that someone in Was) 
ington said that was not the cause of the cigaret 
shortage at all. The real trouble was not that there 
was a shortage of tobacco because of government edict 
but the people were smoking much more than antici 
pated. Who estimated how much tobacco they would 
smoke? Some government agency, obviously.” 








Expand Naval ROTC 

Legislation doubling the Naval Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps was reported this 
week by the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee promptly following its introduc- 
tion by Chairman Walsh at the request 
of the Navy Department. 

The department had requested removal 
of all limits on size of the NROTC, but 
the committee declined to approve a com- 
plete removal. 

The bill, 8. 2195, as reported, authorizes 
a permanent increase in the student corps 
from 7,200 to 14,000, and approves a tem- 
porary increase to 24,000 to be effective 
until one year after the end of the pres- 
ent wars. 

It is believed that the enlarged NROTC, 
plus the yearly graduates from Annapolis 
and the commissioning of qualified en- 
listed men will meet the need for young 
Naval and Marine officers for the Regular 
post-war service, which supposedly will be 
much larger than the present one. Com- 
missions in the line and staff of the regu- 
lar Navy and Marine Corps will be given 
to only a limited number of NROTC 
graduates. 

According to the plan outlined, the V-12 
College Training Program will be re- 
duced beginning with 1 July 1945. This 
program now enrolling about 50,000 stu- 
dents will have only 30,000 under train- 
ing by that date, and the reduction will 
continue gradually, as no new students 
are to be taken into it. 

The 27 colleges and universities now 
including NROTC units in their curricula 
will be supplemented by others until about 
50 student centers will have these units. 
The institutions that will be selected for 
the carrying on of the program must be 
large enough to support a peacetime unit, 
must have no Army ROTC commitments, 
and if they have had such a unit hereto- 
fore, they must “have been enthusiastic 
and suecessful in administering the V-12 
program.” 


High Post for Gen. Smith 


Marine Corps Headquarters announced 
yesterday that Maj. Gen. Julian C. Smith 
has been named commanding general of 
the Department of the Pacific, with head- 
quarters in San Francisco. General 
Smith relieves Maj. Gen. J. C. Fegan, 
who is in the Naval Hospital, Mare Is- 
land, Calif.

such advancements were made by name;

More than 7,700 officers and warrant 
officers, who had dates of rank in their 
then present grades from 2 July 1948 to 
1 August 1943, inclusive, were promoted 
en bloc on 1 Nov. 





Veterans’ Reemployment 
Applications 

To amend existing law to provide that 
members of the armed forces discharged 
from active duty may have 90 days in- 
stead of 40 after discharge from active 
duty or after release from hospitaliza- 
tion within which to apply for reemploy- 
ment in their former civilian employ- 
ment, the Senate Military Committee this 
week reported H.R. 5386, a bill that pro- 
vides for this extension of time. The Sen- 
ate passed the bill without delay. 

Present law makes it compulsory to 
make such application within 40 days 
after discharge from active duty, over- 
looking the fact that continuing treat- 
ment in a hospital might make this im- 
possible. To protect the rights of vet- 
erans, the Director of the Selective Ser- 
vice System recommended the suggested 
amendments which will grant a fairer 
length of time to seek such reemployment 
after discharge in the cases of those who 
are physically qualified for such reem- 
ployment, and will allow all needing hos- 


pital treatment up to one year to become | 


physically qualified for such reemploy- 
ment. 

Two new sections, added to the legisla- 
tion by the committee, and accepted by 
the House extend the same protection to 
personnel of reserve components. 


Navy Ordnance Appropriation 

To increase the present authorization 
of $660,000,000 for the production of nav- 
al ordnance, the Senate Naval Committee 
this week reported S. 2194, a bill pro- 
viding for an added appropriation of $50,- 
000,000 for manufacturing and produc- 
tion facilities. The measure was then 
passed promptly by the Senate. 

The $50,000,000 requested in the pend- 
ing bill will be held for emergency pur- 
poses only, no specific additional projects 
being contemplated at this time. 

The identic House bill will be acted on 
in the House soon, the House Naval Com- 
mittee having reported it and requested 
from the Rules Committee a_ special 
order for its consideration. 


War Consumes Material 


Six million artillery shells and two mil- 
lion mortar shells a month are being used 
in the European theatre alone, Lt. Gen. 
Brehon Somervell, Commanding General 
Army Service Forces, told a meeting of 
the Associated Industries of Massa- 
chusetts 1 Dec. in Boston. 

“Right now,” General Somervell said, 
“we are using up hundreds of heavy 
trucks a month in Europe alone. We are 
wearing out, beyond repair, 5,000 truck 
tires a day. Fire wears out guns, so we 
need more guns. We are losing small 
arms at the rate of half a million a year. 
So we need more rifles and carbines. As 
our men move forward small arms come 
more and more into play, and demand 
more and more ammunition.” 


| Adm. Ingersoll’s New Command 


Control and coordination of all naval 
activities on the Pacific Coast pertaining 
to.sea frontiers and supply have been 
placed under command of Admiral R. E. 
Ingersoll, USN, in connection with his 
new post as Commander, Western Sea 
Frontier and Deputy Chief of Naval Op- 
erations and Deputy Commander in chief 
of the U. S. Fleet. Activities under his 
control include those in the 11th, 12th, 
and 13th Naval Districts. 

The Commandants of the 11th, 12th and 
13th Districts have been directed to re- 
port to Admiral Ingersoll on logistic and 
sea frontier matters. Other agencies, in- 
eluding Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
operating within the districts, but not 
directly assigned to the districts, also 
have been ordered to report to Admiral 
Ingersoll. 

Subject to such instructions as may be 
received from Admiral E. J. King, Com- 
mander in Chief of the U. 8S. Fleet and 
Chief of Naval Operations, Admiral In- 
gersoll has authority to place existing 
agencies of the Navy within the limits 
of these naval districts. 


Naval Dental Corps 

For the consideration by the House of 
H.R. 4216, a bill to provide for a Dental 
Corps within the Bureau of Medicine in 
the Navy, the House Rules Committee 
has this week granted a special order of 
consideration. 

After many hearings on the bill as 
originally introduced, the bill was re- 
ported in its present form, only two of 
the members of the House Naval Com- 
mittee opposing the report. 

The bill provides for a Dental Corps 
separate from and independent of the 
Medical Corps, with its own Director and 
enlisted technicians. 

In the present set-up within the Bu- 
reau of ‘Medicine, the dental officers have 
to requisition supplies and carry admin- 
istrative matters through the senior med- 
ical officer in the navy installation or on 
the ship where they may be on duty, al- 
though the senior medical oflicer may be 
junior in rank to the senior dental of- 
ficer. Claiming that this is contrary to 
proper procedure, that it delays the se- 
curing of dental supplies, and that it 
affects the morale of dental officers, the 
dentists in the Navy, supported by all the 
principal dental organizations of the 
United States, have urged the enactment 
of the bill, which was introduced by Rep- 
resentative Rivers, S. C. 

On 5 Dec. the Senate Naval Commit- 
tee will start hearings on the proposed 
bill.

British Describe War Work 

In the White Paper “Statistics Relating 
to the War Effort of the United King- 
dom,” published 28 Nov. by the British 
Government, are revealed many facts and 
figures regarding the war effort of that 
nation which had been kept a close se- 
cret. Almost every aspect of the nation 
at war is covered statistically in the pub- 
lication. 

Britain’s armed forces, the White Paper 
states, now number 4,542,000 men and 
467,000 women, from a total population 
of about 47,000,000. More than one-third 
of all men between the ages of 14 and 64 
are in these forces. Nearly half of all 
women between 14 and 59 are in the 
armed forces, full time civil defense or 
industry. 

As of September casualties in the 
armed forces of Great Britain numbered 
563,000. Civilian casualties through Au- 
gust totaled 136,116 and one out of every 
three houses has been destroyed or dam- 
aged. 

By the end of last year 
gross tons of shipping had _ been lost. 
This amounts to two-thirds of the na- 
tion’s tonnage at the beginning of the 
war. British shipyards built 4,500,000 
tons in the same period. Other ships were 
acquired by purchase, lend-lease and 
charter, but the size of the merchant 
fleet at the end of 1943, after allowing 
for the ships returnab‘’e to other flags, 
was 13,500,000 gross tons. 

Praising lend-lease aid received from 
the United States and Canada, the White 
Paper stated that it has permitted work- 
ers to be taken from export production 
and put in the armed services or in war 
plants. 

British ships, the White Paper > 
carried from the United States t 
United Kingdom, during the year 
July, 1948, to June, 1944, more tha: 
000 American troops. 

Next to the United States, Russ 
ceived the most British aid duri 
year. This consisted of $1,077,828. 
goods, including 1,042 tanks.

Cigarette Shortage 
Lt. Gen. Brebon Somervell, command- 
general of the Army Service Forces, 
90 Nov. issued an order forbidding im- 
mediately any sales of cigarettes in 
commissaries. 

General Somervell has also requested 
all theater commanders to report on local 
cigarette shortages in order to assemble 
the facts. 

Reports from overseas to ASF Head- 
quarters indicate that there has been 
considerable pilferage of cigarette sup- 
plies, probably amounting to carloads. 
This is in a way understandable, as sup- 
plies unloaded at beachheads must of ne- 
cessity be delayed at that point, priority 
being given to critically needed ammuni- 
tion and supplies. This, as explained by 
the War Department, has often caused 
the delay in getting cigarettes to the men 
in the battle lines. It also would explain 
cigarettes remaining for a considerable 
time in unprotected storage. 

As the House Agricultural Committee 
started inquiring into the shortage this 
week it developed that there is an 18- 
month supply of cigarette tobacco in the 
United States. Inventory figures sup- 
plied by an Agriculture Department ex- 
pert were backed up by the testimony of 
members of Congress from tobacco-pro- 
ducing states. A spokesman for the Sen- 
ate War Investigating Committee said 
that a preliminary report on the short- 
age would probably be made within the 
next few days. 

The War Department has stated dur- 
ing the past six months cigarettes sup- 
plied from depots in this country for use 
in the European theater were roughly 
equivalent to the amount which would 
supply one and one-half packs of cigar- 
ettes per man per day. 

It has been reported that German pris- 
oners in the European theater are still 
getting a plentiful supply of cigarettes, 
in line with the carrying out of promises 
extended to them in leaflets promising 
treatment comparable to that of Amer- 
ican troops in the event of their sur- 
render. 

British dealers, faced by increased de- 
mands, have warned that servicemen in 
England may find difficulty in obtaining 
popular British brands. 

While official reports indicate that 
members of the armed forces should be 
receiving supplies which would assure 
two packages a day for each man, com- 
plete reports called for by General Som- 
ervell should reveal where the leakage is, 
and as he has expressed the intention of 
seeing that every man at the front re- 
ceives his allotted supply, the situation 
should be bettered before much time 
elapses.,

leadership of General George C. Marshall, 
Chief of Staff of the United States Army, 
by passing and sending the President 
the bill, H.R. 5498, that provides for the 
continuation on the active list of the 
Regular Army for the duration of the 
present wars, and six months thereafter 
of any officer on the active list of the 
Regular Army who has served as Chief 
of Staff during these wars. 

Under existing law officers are retired 
on or before their 64th birthday accord- 
ing to the rank attained by them. The 
present Chief of Staff was due to be 
Placed on the retired list on 31 Dec. when 
he will become 64 years of age. 

Prompt signing of the bill by the 
President is expected.

Regulars to Supply Corps 

A selection board to consider the ap- 
pointment in the Regular Navy Supply 
Corps of Naval Academy graduates who 
are serving 2 year physical probationary 
periods will probably be appointed soon, 
according to Navy officials. Included are 
some 182 Academy graduates, from the 
last 3 or 4 classes, who failed to meet 
vision requirements for the line of the 
Regular Navy. 

It was pointed out that only a few of 
these cases have improved. The Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery is presently go- 
ing over the officers’ cases and placing 
them in one of the four following classi- 
fications: (1) physically fit for line duty, 
(2) physically fit for staff duty, (3) phys- 
ically fit for line reserve duty, and (4) 
physically fit for staff reserve duty. 

The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
expects to procure at least 70 of these 
officers for assignment in the Regular 
Supply Corps. 


Call Production Conference 

All regional representatives and labor 
advisors of the Army Service Forces 
were called to Washington 28 Nov. to 
discuss means of overcoming the critical 
shortages of certain war material. About 
50 high ranking officers attended. 

Under Secretary of War Patterson, Lt. 
Gen. Brehon Somervell, commanding 
general of the ASF; John K. Collins, Di- 
rector of Placement of the WPB, and 
Judge Charles M. Hay, Executive Direc- 
tor of the WMC, were principal speak- 
ers. 

“The problem is essentially one of man- 
ning the factories,” declared General 
Somervell. He urged officers to solve that 
problem permitting no obstacle to inter- 
fere. 


Reports on Lend-Lease 

The President sent to Congress 24 
Nav, his seventeenth report on lend- 
lease operations. Lend-lease, the Presi- 
dent said, should end with the war. 

Up to 30 June, the report states, the 
British Commonwealth has supplied $3,- 
348,127,000 of reverse lend-lease to the 
United States. As of the same date the 
United States had shipped to the British 
Commonwealth more than $12,000,000,000 
in goods, in addition to supplying services 
for which no figure was given. 

Reverse lend-lease, the President said, 
has “played an essential part in the stu- 
pendous job of preparing for and sup- 
plying the great Allied offensives in Eu- 
rope.” Australia and New Zealand, it was 
stated, are devoting 18 per cent of their 
war budget for reverse lend-lease. 


Discusses Shell Shortage 

In answer to a question at a news con- 
ference 30 Nov. regarding the ammuni- 
tion situation, Secretary of War Henry 
L. Stimson said in part: 

“The opening of the Port of Antwerp 
will tremendously increase the possibility 
of delivering ammunition to the battle- 
front. It will therefore correspondingly 
increase the amounts which must be 
manufactured in and delivered from the 
United States. The fanaticism of the 
enemy who apparently has accepted the 
inch by inch destruction of Germany has 
imposed additional requirements. Our 
determination is to smash the German 
Army and to give ollr troops every con- 
ceivable advantage of weapons and 
material.” 


Carriers’ Planes Will Increase 

That in the near future we will launch 
from our carriers 1,500 or even 2,000 
planes was stated by Rear Adm. John H. 
Cassady, USN, Assistant Deputy Chief 
of Naval Operations (Air). Admiral Cas- 
sady, speaking before the Wings Club in 
Washington 27 Nov., said, “The full 
punch of our carrier-based aircraft is yet 
to be felt by the Japs.” 

The Admiral continued: “I can fore- 
see the day, and not very far distant, 
when we will be sending in strikes from 
our carriers of 1,500—yes, 2,000 planes.” 


Third Raid On Tokyo 
B-29s of Brig. Gen. Haywood S. Han- 
sell’s 2ist Bomber Command bombed in- 
dustrial targets in Tokyo 29 Nov. inthe 
first night mission of the command based 
on Saipan. Bombing was by instrument 
and cloud cover obscured results. No air- 

craft were lost from enemy action. 





Peacetime Draft 

From many sources this week came 
endorsement of a system of peacetime 
compulsory military training, while the 
House Select Post-War Military Policy 
Committee, in a formal report to the 
House declared that if the committee is 
continued in the 79th Congress “there are 
most important items of its agenda, in- 
cluding the subject of universal military 
training.” 

“This important subject should be 
most carefully explored at an early date,” 
the committee said. 

Speaking in Chicago, 26 Nov., Assistant 
Secretary of War McCloy declared that 
our military leaders are unanimous in the 
belief that only through a sound system 
of universal military training can the 
nation achieve national security. If war 
comes again, he said, the aggressors will 
strike first and fast. 

Mr. McCloy said that an informal poll 
of soldiers throughout the world in late 
1943 and 1944 disclosed that two-thirds 
of American soldiers favor military train- 
ing for all young men in peacetime. 

Mrs. Roosevelt declared that, if com- 
pulsory military training is adopted, it 
would be a good idea to send volunteers 
overseas to serve part of their year with 
the armies of occupation. 

Speaking on the American Forum of 


the Air, 28 Nov., Representative Wads- 


worth, N. Y., author of compulsory mili- 
tary training bill now pending in Con- 
gress, urged adoption of such a measure. 

Maj. Gen. Ellard A. Walsh, President 
of the National Guard Association of the 
United States, also endorsed compulsory 
military training 


Transfer Reserves to CEC 

Due to the increasing need for Civil 
Engineering Corps officers, it has become 
necessary for the Bureau of Naval Per- 
sonnel to analyze the qualifications of 
line officers of the Naval Reserve and di- 
rect those with experience and training 
in civil engineering to transfer to a Re- 
serve CEC classification. 

Officials pointed out that the officers of 
the line who are chosen as being suited 
for CEC classification and who : re deter- 
mined available by the Bureau for trans- 
fer to other duties will retain the same 
date of rank without loss of precedence. 


Officers Discuss Devices 

Bureau of Aeronautics Special Devices 
Officers of the field met in Washington 
this week to discuss future developments 
and to take back to their field organiza- 
tions a working knowledge of new de- 
vices already developed and to be issued 
in the near future. Primarily interested 
in training devices, the officers from 
each area presented their particular prob- 
lems to the group. 

Coming from primary, intermediate 
and operational training commands as 
well as the fleet training unit, the group’s 
primary objective is to further the devel- 
opment of new devices for the Bureau of 
Aeronautics. : 

It was pointed out that ever time a 
change is made in plane equipment, 
new training devices must be developed 
to be used for training purposes. As the 
war progresses, changes are being made 
more often, it was stated. 

The group was given a talk by Rear 
Adm. DeWitt Ramsey, USN, Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics. 


Promote 2 Navy Captains 

The President this week nominated 
Capt. Frederick W. McMahon, USN, to be 
a commodore in the Navy for temporary 
service, to continue while serving as Chief 
of Staff and Aide to Commander Air 
Force, U. 8. Pacific Fleet, and Capt. How- 
ard B. Mecleary, USN-Ret., to be a com- 
modore in the Navy, on the retired list, 
for temporary service, to continue while 
serving as Commanding Officer, U. 8. Na- 
val Advance Base, Espiritu Santo. 


House Group in Europe 

Seventeen members of the House 
Military Affairs Committee arrived in 
England this week to inspect the Eu- 
ropean war scene. The committee plans 
a number of investigations abroad, 
among them the reported shell and cigar- 
ette shortage, morale of the soldiers in 
the field, value of compulsory military 
training and hospitalization for the 
wounded.

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Fifth Army Honors 


With the Fifth Army, Italy, 16 Nov.— 
On a rain-swept, muddy field, heroes of 
Fifth Army who distinguished themselves 
in smashing the Gothic Defense Zone 
were honored today by Lt. Gen. Mark Ww. 
Clark, Fifth Army Commander, in a dec- 
oration and promotion ceremony near 
the frontlines. 

In the list of decorations were 10 Dis- 
tinguished were 10 Distinguished Ser- 
vice Crosses, 11 Legion of Merit Medals, 
80 Silver Stars, 14 Bronze Stars and 4 
Air Medals. 

The ist Battalion of the 168th Infan- 
try Regiment of the 34th “Red Bull” In- 
fantry Division was given a Presidential 
citation for outstanding performance of 
duty in action at Mt. Pantano, Italy, from 
29 Nov. to 3 Dec. 1943. 

Twenty-nine noncommissioned officers 
who proved their ability to lead troops 
in attion were given combat appoint- 
ments as second lieutenants and nineteen 
officers, including two nurses, were given 
battlefield promotions in recognition of 
leadership shown under fire. 

In a speech to the troops, General Clark 
praised their accomplishments and told 
them he is completely satisfied with what 
they have done. He explained the im- 
portance of the Italian campaign in con- 
nection with the entire war picture, and 
compared the unglamorous role of Fifth 
Army to football guards and tackles who 
do essential blocking so that the back- 
field men can score touchdowns.

Requests from prospective purchasers 
will be sent to Dogs for Defense, Inc., the 
nonprofit civilian agency which was set 
up originally to obtain the dogs for the 
Army. The agency will investigate each 
request. If the Dogs for Defense report 
on the new home for a war dog is favor- 
able, the Treasury will begin negotiations 
to turn the animal over. If the report is 
negative, the sale will be withheld until 
another request is received, 


Tell of Shell Needs 


Twenty-seven enlisted men, selected 
from front-line Infantry and Artillery 
units fighting inside Germany, have ar- 
rived in the United States as special emis- 
saries from General Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower to tell war plant workers of urgent 
ammunition needs. 

The men were chosen on the basis of 
the amount of action they had seen. They 
all come from the 1st and 9th Infantry 
Divisions and the 8rd Armored Division. 
Nineteen of the men have spent more 
than two years overseas and have taken 
part in the campaigns in North Africa, 
Sicily and Western Europe.

Return Navy Survivors 


Where personnel in the Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard are the only sur- 
viving sons of families who have already 
lost two or more sons in the armed forces, 
the Navy—like the Army—has adopted 
a policy of giving consideration for the 
return to or retention in the United States 
of such personnel. Special requests for 
discharge may also be granted in extreme 
cases. 

Navy instructions state : “Request from 
the individual concerned will be submit- 
ted officially to the Bureau of Naval Per- 
sonnel for those in the Navy, the Com- 
mandant of the Coast Guard for Coast 
Guard personnel and the Commandant of 
the Marine Corps for Marine Corps per- 
sonnel.” 

Applications received may come from 
either the servicemen or the immediate 
family concerned. Families requests will 
be submitted directly to the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel, Commandant of the 
Coast Guard, or Commandant.ef the Ma- 
rine Corps rather than through the in- 
dividual’s commanding officer. 


A similar policy was announced re- 
cently by the War Department. 
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Train Dentists’ Assistants 


To provide for the training of enlisted 
Navy has established accelerated classes 
men as dental officers’ assistants, the 
Navy has established accelerated classes 
of 10 weeks’ duration leading to the des- 
ignation of dental technologist, and 
classes of six months for those seeking 
to qualify for a prosthetic designation or 
designator. These classes are to be or- 
ganized from time to time at installations 
where there is suitable equipment. 

Requests for assignment to the courses 
should be submitted to the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery. Each request 
should include a statement by a dental 
officer as to the candidate’s aptitude and 
qualifications for such training. 

It is the general policy to restrict as- 
signees to the prosthetic course to hos- 
pital apprentices qualified as dental tech- 
nologists, but exceptions may be made in 
special cases. 

It is proposed by the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery to maintain the strength 
of dental technicians at one and one-half 
for each dental officer for the service as 
a whole. It has been pointed out that 
this number barely meets the require- 
ments of the dental service. It is the in- 
tention of the bureau that men with den- 
tal-technician qualifications be assigned 
duty in the dental establishment of the 
activity to which they are presently at- 
tached in order to assist in meeting cur- 
rent needs. 


New Shark Repellant 


An improved shark repellant has been 
developed by the Navy Department which 
officials believe will reduce the danger of 
attack by man-eating sharks, Incorpo- 
rated into a packet which can be at- 
tached to any type of lifejacket, the re-

Disclosing that experiments with the 
repellant have been underway for sev- 
eral years, the Navy stated that larger 
scale experiments were made in the ocean 
off Jacksonville and St. Augustine, Fla., 
by representatives of the Bureau of Ships 
and the Naval Research Laboratory. “The 
repellant is 98 percent effective in reduc- 
ing strikes and catches made by sharks,” 
the announcement stated. 

The Navy has maintained and used sev- 
eral repellants before the development of 
this recent one, none of which was en- 
tirely satisfactory.

Establish Naval Facilities 


The Navy Department during the past 
few weeks has established seven instal- 
lations and disestablished one installa- 
tion. 

Barracks for Waves were established at the 
Ft. Greene Annex in Brooklyn. 

The U. S. Naval Receiving Station was es- 
tablished at the Naval Reserve Armory, Chi- 
cago, Il. 

An office to conduct inspections of aviation 
supply activities was established at the 
Aviation Supply Office, Philadelphia. The 
activity is called the Office of the Assistant 
General Inspector of the Supply Corps (Air) 
and is under the supervision of the Aviation 
Supply Officer at Philadelphia. 

In order to relieve the commanding officer 
of the Naval Ammunition Depot, Oahu, T. H., 
of duties in handling discipline of enlisted 
personnel, a subordinate command of the 
Naval Ammunition Depot was established at 
Waikele Guich to comprise the enlisted per- 
sonnel and facilities assigned to them. 

For the purpose of coordinating and pro- 
gressing the work flow and production of fa- 
cilities for the assembly and repair of air- 
craft, three Bureau of Aeronautics Mainte- 
nance Representative Offices were established 
by the Secretary of the Navy.

HDB fact that the Army and Navy probers found nothing to justify the courtmartial 
T of Admiral Kimmel and General Short should end the agitation for full disclosure 
of the details of the Pearl Harbor disaster, certainly until after the war has come to an 
end. No doubt the War and Navy Departments will make public the findings of the 
Board and Court—that is due to the country and to the officers who have rested for 
nearly three years under a heavy cloud of suspicion. To dispel that suspicion, to be 
sure that those tarnished by it, would receive their day in court which is the right of 
every American citizen, has been the motive, especially of Representative Short, of 
Missouri, in his demands for an investigation, and for the punishment of any 
who might be found responsible for the Japanese surprise attack and the loss 
of life and damage to our ships which followed. Always, Mr. Short has 
emphasized that he neither condemned nor condoned Admiral Kimmel or Gen- 
eral Short, and that all he sought was to have justice done. It would appear from 
the exhaustive investigation which the Army Board and the Naval Court conducted 
that justice finally has been obtained by these ofticers—the high reputation of the mem- 
bers of these bodies as well as of Admiral Hart, who collected a vast number of af- 
fidavits of survivors, guarantees the fairness of their conclusions. As-we said in re- 
vealing the findings regarding Admiral Kimmel and General Short, the lack of co- 
operation which obviously existed at Pearl Harbor, has been replaced by combination 
and coordination, and the proof of it is furnished by the manner in which the Army 
and Navy fought to and on the beaches of Italy and France, and General MacArthur, 
Admiral Nimitz, Admiral Kinkaid and other Fleet commanders have worked and are 
working together in the invasion of the Philippines. In the testimony taken by the 
Army Board and Naval Court there are many facts which the Japanese would turn to 
their advantage in operations and propaganda. They should be, they must be sup- 
pressed. If Congress wants to do so it can extend the statute of limitations although 
everyone knows now that it would be futile. Meanwhile, Mr. Short will get the credit 
of having been the instrument through which thorough investigations were made by 
competent officers and in enabling Admiral Kimmel and General Short to be relieved 
of charges of responsibility for a disaster which by the unity of the American people 
it forged, has proved to be a blessing in terrible guise.

tional Guard Bureau, the Executive for Reserve and R.O.T.C, Affairs, certain staff 
agencies and eleven service commands. These several organizations have purchased 
or manufactured supplies, trained, supplied and serviced troops, stored and issued sup- 
plies, constructed Army installations, operated the communications systems, run the 
hospitals, paid the Army and its bills on time, moved the soldiers and their equipment 
around the globe, given the soldier a church, run the post exchanges, delivered the mail, 
provided motion pictures and other entertainment, and operated the facilities on posts 
where all ground troops have been stationed and trained in the United States, While 
doing all these things, the Army Service Forces have revolutionized munitions and 
supplies and the methods of delivery. For instance, by the end of the fiscal year 1944, 
the Army was using scarcely a single weapon that was the same as that provided when 
the United States was attacked, and has been furnished with additional weapons, 
which are novel and of incomparably greater fire power. In Medicine, electronics, 
Chemical warfare, transportation, etc., always the cry was technical development and 
progress. Better and lighter uniforms, more useful and comfortable shoes, improved 
rations, all purpose soap, water resistant matches, these were some of the equipment to 
make the life of the soldier easier.

R. C. H.—Whether retired pay would be 
reduced would depend entirely upon Con- 
gress, for legislation to that effect would be 
necessary. Customarily, when Congress has 
increased active duty pay, it has increased 
retired pay correspondingly, and when it has 
decreased active duty pay, it has decreased 
retired pay. It is necessary to re-enlist to get 
the enlistment allowance; having retired, 
you would not be entitled to such allowance. 

J. K.—Regarding qualifications for promo- 
tion to chief warrant officer, Regular Army, 
par. 67 of AR 610-10 states, italics supplied: 
“Ten years’ active service as a warrant of- 
ficer, junior grade, is required. AJ] active 
service as a temporary warrant officer or as a 
commissioned officer, subsequent to date of 
qualifying for appointment as warrant cf- 
ficer, junior grade, may be credited for this 
purpose,” 

N. W, Y¥.—The bill providing for promotion 
of prisoners in the hands of the Japanese 
passed the Senate and is now before the 
House Military Affairs Committee, which has 
taken no action on it. Future developments 
will be reported in the JOURNAL, of course.

The War Program 
(Continued from First Page) 


would seem to have justified his decision. 
It will be interesting. to learn when 
the war is over, why the Japanese High 
Command determined to make Leyte the 
scene of what they hoped would be a de- 
cisive action. Since the action, Japanese 
spokesmen have acclaimed it as essential 
for the protection of their homeland and 
their far-flung conquests, It is true that 
if their fleet had been successful, a heavy 
blow would have been dealt us and that 
General MacArthur's position would have 
been perilous. But it will be asked why 
did the Japanese fail to strike us on the 
long leg between Hawaii and the Mar- 
shalls, or between the Marshalls and Sai- 
pan; why they did not harry us more ex- 
tensively on the route from New Guinea 
to Leyte? It is to be assumed that a wait- 
ing policy had been adopted, waiting un- 
til we were so extended, so far away 
from bases, that with forces in local su- 
peritory an offensive could be started. 
Thus, to attack our Fleet between Ha- 
wali and the Marshalls would have 
placed Nip forces 2,300 miles from their 
bases; between the Marshalls and Japan 
1,500 miles with no large repair yards 
to take care of the damaged. On the other 
hand, Leyte is only a thousand miles from 
Formosa and Pescadores bases and Ma- 
nila as port of temporary refuge. Always 
the Japanese have looked upon the Mi- 
cronesian and South Sea Islands they ac- 





quired as natural aircraft carriers, and 
landing fields were scattered throughout 
them. Heavy as have been the Japanese 
losses in planes, they have not been dis- 
proportionate and they were made up 
largely by their industry. Also the fuel 
resources of the Dutch East Indies and 
Borneo were available to them, and their 
planes had plenty of oil and gas to ex- 
pend. It would seem, therefore, that they 
could have been more effective against 
an expedition and especially that under 
MacArthur, than was the case: and it 
can be concluded only that they felt they 
should withhold their major blow until 
in reach of the Philippines where our 
communications would be extended and 
where they would be close to their bases. 
It will be recalled that during the Russo- 
Japanese war, they held the fleet of Tojo 
in the vicinity of Japan and crushed the 
Russian Fleet at the battle of Tsushima 
Straits. Perhaps that experience caused 
them to estimate that against a superior 
enemy it was.advisable to hold their na- 
val forces within range of their landing 
fields and repair yards. 

Leyte’s position on the map would seem 
to have been favorable to the Japanese 
attack. They knew that from it we would 
advance to.the recapture of Luzon and 
that with the Archipelago dominated by 
us, we could cut off their rice from Indo- 
China, their rubber from Malaya and 
their oil from the Dutch East Indies; 
that British reoccupation of Singapore 
would follow; that we could establish a 
base on the coast of China, and that we 
could advance north to Formosa. Such 
moves by us would compel them to de- 
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pend upon their stockpiles which have 
been made enormous, and to supply their 
troops in South China by the long and un- 
satisfactory route through Korea or 
Shantung. Of course, the industries they 
have established in Manchuria would re- 
lieve home industry to some extent, but 
the South China command obviously 
would be in a difficult situation. There- 
fore it was essential that we should be 
driven out of the Philippines. An advan- 
tage of an attack at Leyte was that any 
ships damaged could steam for tempor- 
ary repairs to Manila, only about 500 
miles away, and to the naval bases at 
Takao on southern Formosa and Baku 
on the Pescadores, a thousand miles dis- 
tant, and those bases are equipped to 
take care of battleships and heavy cruis- 
ers. 

Apparently, the Tokyo High Command, 
when it decided to attack at Leyte, de- 
termined to do so with its entire strength 
and in cooperation with the land-based 
planes in the Philippines. Therefore, bat- 
tleships and other vessels were brought 
from the South Seas, making up the 
northern prong: battleships and other ves- 
sels from the China Sea, making up the 
middle prong and battleships and other 
vessels from Formosa, making up the 
northern prong. By simultaneously closing 
in on Admiral Kinkaid’s Fleet, it was evi- 
dently believed that it could be destroyed, 
particularly as it might not be supported 
by Admiral Halsey, who was cruising east 
of the Archipelago. But as the results es- 
tablish, Kinkaid was strong enovgh to 
deal with the two prongs and Admiral 
Halsey was within reenforcing distance 
of Kinkaid, besides being able to deal 
with the Formosa prong. 

In the Three Prong Battle the Japa- 
nese had in action the following: 

Southern Prong—The battleships Huso 
and Yamashiro; two heavy and two light 
cruisers; 13 destroyers. 

Central Prong— The battleships Ya- 
mato, Musashi, Nagato, Kongo and Ha- 
runa; ten heavy cruisers; one light ervis- 
er; 13 destroyers. The Yamato and Mu- 
sashi, referred to as battleships, are prob- 
ably of the pocket battlecruiser class, as 
two of several known to have been com- 
menced in 1939, bore those names. It fs 
also probable that some of this class were 
converted into aircraft carriers, 

Northern Prong—Two aircraft carrier- 
battleships, the Ise and Hyuga: two air- 
craft carriers: five heavy and light cruis- 
ers; ten destroyers. 

A recapitulation of enemy vessels sunk 
during the entire action shows that the 
battleships Hnso and Yamashuro, forr 
carriers, six heavy cruisers, two light 
cruisers and several destroyers were de- 
stroyed. In addition six battleships, four 
heavy cruisers, one light cruiser and 10 
destroyers were damaged. Planes de- 
stroved totaled 1.473. Other ships sunk, 
mostly merchantmen, totaled 101, with an 
additional 48 damaged. 

Since this battle one heavy cruiser of 
the Krmano class, previously reported 
damaged: another cruiser. and one de- 
stroyer have been reported snnk. 

Japan’s pre-war naval streneth in- 
cluded, according to Jane’s Fighting Ships 
and The Encmies’ Fighting Shins. 10 hat- 
tleships in commission. two known to be 
under construction. and three believed to 
be nnder construction. 

The 10 known to be in commission on 
7 Dec., 1941, were as follows:

The Kongo, Hiei, Haruna and Kiri- 
shima have a speed of 20 knots and carry 
eight 14-inch guns: the Huso, Yamasiro, 
Ise and Hyuga, speed 22.5 and 23 knots, 
carry 12 16-inch guns, and the Nagato 
and Mutu, speed 26 knots, carry 8 16-inch 
guns. 

The Kii and Owari, both of 40.000 tons, 
with a sneed of 30 knots plus and carrying 
nine 16-inch guns, were known to he un- 
der construction. Three others. the Tosa, 
Satuma and Aki, were believed to be un- 
der construction in December, 1941. The 
Tosa class is estimated to be 43000 to 
45,000 tons, with 38-knot speed and armed 





with nine 16-inch guns. This class pro} 

ably is much the same as the Kii clas 

except for having longer hulls and large 

and heavier power plants for greate 

speed. The Kii, Owari and Tosa were 
probably completed in 1943. The Aki ang 
Satuma, keels laid in 1940, may have beep 
completed or may have been converted jn. 
to aircraft carriers. 

Four pocket battlecruisers were listed 
at that time and it is known that severa)} 
more were under construction, having 
been laid down in 1939. Other combat veg. 
sels listed at the beginning of the war 
are 19 heavy cruisers, two pocket heavy 
cruisers from the Thaii Navy, 1S light 
cruisers and two minelaying cruisers, De. 
stroyers built and building totaled 149, 
Submarines probably totaled 70 or over. 

Aircraft and seaplane carriers include¢ 
two to five of 20,000 tons under construe 
tion, probably completed in 1943 or 1944; 
two each 27,000-ton, 28,000-ton and 7,100. 
ton; four of 9,000 to 10,000 tons. Un 
doubtedly many additional carriers were 
converted from liners and other vessels, 

Japanese losses to 27 Sept., 1944, as 
compiled by Jay Launer, author of The 
Enemies’ Fighting Ships, in his monthly 
scoreboard of naval losses in Sea Power, 
are as follows:

A recapitulation would now show that 
the Japanese navy includes 11 bat- 
tleships, including those damaged, pos- 
sibly less, if some of those known to 
be under construction were converted into 
carriers, Carriers remain an unknown 
quantity as reports cover the destruction 
of more than the number actually iden- 
tifled as in commission. Conversion of 
other vessels accounts for this discrepancy 
but the total announced sinkings of 19 
have included several of those designed 
and built as carriers. Of the 45 known 
cruisers, to which must be added several 
under construction and others which have 
no doubt been hurriedly constructed, 41 
have been sunk. This leaves a navy ul 
doubtedly extremely weak in cruiser 
and destroyer strength ; weak also in the 
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battleship and other categories as an- 
nounced damage has caused temporary 
withdrawal of vessels in every class.

Relief of Naval Reservists 


The Bureau of Naval Personnel has 
notified all commanding officers that in 
recommending the release of Reserve of- 
ficers from the service, care should be 
taken to determine if there are not other 
billets which they may be qualified to fill 
in the naval establishment. 

Present endorsements on requests for 
releases, the Bureau said, suggest that 
commanding officers are not, in all cases, 
diligent in informing the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel when they have knowledge of 
impending changes in organization that 
will make certain of their officers avail- 
able for reassignment. 

It was pointed out tWat the mere fact 
that an officer can be spared in his present 
billet does not definitely mean that his 
qualifications may not be of value in bil- 
lets open elsewhere. 

The directive stated: “An officer should 
not request inactive duty solely because 
his present billet is being abolished. The 
Bureau of Naval Personnel will, in its 
turn, give prompt and favorable consider- 
ation to requests for return to inactive 
duty, . . . when there are no bona fide 
needs for the officer’s services.”

Aviation Clinic Resolutions 


The National Aviation Clinic meeting 
in Oklahoma City, Okla., 18 Nov. adopted 
resolutions calling for a system of com- 
pulsory military training, continued avia- 
tion research and a combined Department 
of National Defense. 

The group, recognizing the need for 
pilots under 23, called for continued edu- 
cation in aviation. It was further re- 
solved by the Clinic to request Congress 
to use some of the education to be given 
under the GI Bill of Rights for aviation. 

In addition to calling for three Under 
Secretaries of the National Defense De- 
partment, representatives called for a 
fourth Under Secretary for Industrial 
Mobilization. Several representatives 
present pointed to our unprepared state 
before this war, in requesting that a reso- 
lution for the fourth under secretary be 
adopted. 
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The Clinic reaffirmed the policy of the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce pro- 
viding that the United States should 
maintain an Air Power sufficient, in con- 
junction with other forces, not only to 
win this war but to keep the peace. 

Kern Dodge, president of the Air De- 
fense League, speaking at the conference, 
emphasized that the fighting soldier, 
sailor and airman all belong to the same 
service. 

“The very reasons,” he said, “which 
caused Congress in the early days to pro- 
vide for a separate administration for the 
Navy are the political reasons which have 
demanded unprejudiced development and 
administration of air power. 

“Tri-phibious operations in the field,” 
he continued, “require tri-phibious ad- 
ministration at home.”

Foreign Affairs—No Secretary of State in our history has realized the importance 
of the close interrelationship of diplomacy and force, more than Cordell Hull, who 
has just relinquished that office on account of ill-health. To him, the one comple- 
mented the other, in peace, diplomacy serving as the expression of our power, in war, 
acting as an arm of our might in all matters designed to bring about, the defeat of our 
enemies. 

Observing this fundamental principle, Mr. Hull throughout the tumultuous twelve 
years he served as the head of the State Department, made no important decisions 
without first apprising the War and Navy Department of the problem he was en- 
deavoring to solve, and obtaining their reactions. Aware of our lack of actual 
strength in the early thirties, he found it necessary to speak with care to the Axis 
Powers and Japan, making, however, the record clear on our hatred of aggression. 
On occasions during that period, he said to the writer that he was awaiting the time 
when backed by an adequate power, he could express more emphatically American 
objection to the course Hitler and the Japanese war lords were pursuing As the years 
passed his representations increased in vigor. When certain that conflict with Japan 
was approaching the stage of inevitability, he augmented his contacts with the Sec- 
retaries of War and Navy and their Chiefs of Staff and Naval Operations, and a couple 
of weeks before Pearl Harbor he warned them that diplomacy had ceased to be effec- 
tive, and that theirs would be the responsibility of safeguarding American interests. 

It will be recalled that on November 20, 1941, the Japanese Ambassador and Mr. 
Kurusu handed the Secretary a note offering to withdraw Japanese troops from 
French Indo-China upon the restoration of peace between Japan and China, on condi- 
tion that the freezing of Japanese assets be terminated, that the United States supply 
Japan with “a required quantity of oil” and that we refrain from measures and 
actions that would prejudice Japanese activities in China. This proposal was contrary 
to the conversations that had been occurring, and was in fact a notice that we must 
permit Japan to do her will in the Far East, and to help her to do that will. Finally 
convinced that the Tokyo Government would not relinquish its plan of conquest, and 
realizing the consequences to the United States, Mr. Hull informed the War and Navy 
Departments on 25 November that while he would continue his endeavor to induce 
the Japanese to change their attitude, he had no hope that they would do so, and 
urged that we be ready for any eventuality. On the following day, in line with this 
conclusion, he presented a counter proposal to the Japanese, which contemplated a 
durable peace based upon the principles of territorial integrity and sovereignty, non- 
interference in the internal affairs of other countries, equality, including equality of 
commercial opportunity and treatment, and reliance upon international cooperation 
and conciliation in the peaceful adjustment of controversies. In no sense an ultima- 
tum, the Japanese publicized the proposal as such and used it as a basis for their 
perfidious attack upon Pearl Harbor. 

Throughout the anxious days of that period, Mr. Hull was constantly in confer- 
ence or on the phone with Army and Navy authorities. ‘With war, he felt it to be his 
duty and responsibility to strengthen the ties with our prospective allies, to preserve 
the neutrality of states which at that time were under Axis domination, and to win 
their adherence to our cause. Always, he employed diplomacy as the spearhead of the 
attack determined upon by the Military. He maintained relations with the Vichy 
Government in order that southern France might be free of German occupation and 
thus be open to our determined invasion, and in North Africa he kept in touch 
with the French authorities in order to prevent them from cooperating too exten- 
sively with the Hitler Government. This was a sample of his work, which covered 
every nation not involved in the war. As our strength increased, he could speak more 
sternly to Governments whose citizens were furnishing supplies to our enemies, and 
the representations he made to Sweden ultimately caused that country to terminate 
the trade in ball bearings with Germany, and to Spain and Portugal forced them to 
curtail their shipments of wolfram to the Reich. Realizing the importance of Russia 
to our operations, he cultivated the Soviet authorities, and though not well, made 
the trip to Moscow, and obtained the agreement which strengthened the United 
Nations, and laid the basis for the proposed international peace and security organi- 

zations; and, in addition, he obtained from Stalin commitments as to democracy and 
on other issues, and effected closer cooperation between our Military mission and the 
Soviet command. There are other innumerable acts and measures which he pro- 
moted, always as the aid to our current and prospective operations. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that in common with the rest of the country, the 
High Command of the Army and Navy feel that Mr. Hull’s retirement from the State 
Department is a tragedy. However, acquainted with his policy, the new Secretary, 
Mr. Stettinius, formerly Under Secretary and Lend Lease Administrator, already has 
given proof of his purpose to work hand in hand with the War and Navy De 
partments. The background of this official is such that cooperation is natural. His 
father, the late Edward R. Stettinius, sr., a member of the firm of Morgan & Com- 
pany, was an Assistant Secretary of War during World War I, and was sent to France 
to aid General Pershing. Later, he became representative of the United States on 
the Inter-Allied Munitions Council which ascertained the needs and allocated the 
available supplies to the Allied Armies. On that Council was Winston Churchill, 
then Minister of Munitions in the Lloyd George Ministry. The elder Mr. Stettinius 
and Mr. Churchill enjoyed cordial relations, and the result was that the Inter-Allied 
Munitions Council functioned smoothly and had not the Germans surrendered, would 
have been of the value General Pershing expected when he approved its establishment. 
With his father’s experience to guide him, with his knowledge of Lend-Lease and his 
business training, and especially the close contacts he has had with Mr. Hull, the new 
Secretary may be expected to.conform State Department policy with those of the 
Army and Navy. Meanwhile, the President, conscious of the great ability of Mr. 
Hull, and the latter’s intimate friendship with members of the Senate and House, 
proposes to continue to benefit from his advice and aid, and has so announced. 

From the foregoing it is anticipated that the State Department will continue to 
move in order to cement the relations of all the United Nations. The President has 
made it clear that we will not concern ourselves with European boundaries, and 
éeertainly not with spheres of influence. As to the former, the course we have pursued 
with regard to the controversy between Russia and Poland is an indication of our 
policy. That contemplated deferment of territorial and other disputes until the 
Axis had been defeated and the Peace Conference was held. As amended, it pledged 
acquiescence by the United States in a settlement reached by the disputant nations. 
Stalin is willing to accept the Curzon line as the boundary with territorial compen- 




















sation from Germany to Poland. More than this, he is insisting upon a pro-Russian 
Polish Government. A new Polish Ministry is being formed in London, the personnel 
of which is unsatisfactory to Mescow, and there are reports that the Soviets will 
refuse to recognize it and deal only with the Polish Committee they have set up. 

What is of special moment to the United States is that the Russian and British 
Armies shall be concentrated upon Germany proper, and not diverted to areas of 
special interest. We are making some gains on the Western Front, but the Russians 
are static on the Vistula Front, with Red Armies cleaning up the Baltic States and 
moving into Czecho-Slovakia and across Hungary; and a’British Army is operating 
in Greece and Albania. It is our view that the defeat of Germany would insure the 
liberation of the smaller states which its troops are occupying. Therefore, we are 
urgently pressing for advances by our British and Russian Allies against that enemy 
in the sectors they are occupying. Should this be done, then the war in Europe 
will be brought to an end before next summer, which Mr. Churchill now is forecasting. 
It is believed the conference held this week by General Eisenhower and Field Marshal 
Montgomery was initiated for the purpose of inducing greater activity by the British 
troops. In some quarters in Washington, it is suggested that in view of the American 
preponderance, General Bradley should be given over-all command of the ground 
operations. Whether Mr. Churchill would agree to this suggestion is not known. 
He has consented to Lieutenant General Clark being placed in command in Italy in 
succession of General Alexander, the replacement of Sir Maitland Wilson in command 
of the entire Mediterranean area. Wilson is coming to Washington to fill the vacancy 
on the Combined Chiefs of Staff caused by the death of Sir John Dill. With General 
Clark in command in Italy, it is expected there will be greater coordination of 
operations in that country, with each Army equally sharing the burden of overcoming 
the German forces in the Po Valley region. 

That we propose to continue our efforts to strengthen the Government of Chiang 
Kai-Shek and to cooperate with it in operations against the Japanese invader, is 
shown by the appointment of Maj. Gen. Patrick J. Hurley as Ambassador to China. 
Talk was current when General Stilwell was relieved, that our relations with Chiang 
had so gravely deteriorated that his Government might deem it politic to come to a 
composition with its enemy. However, the various steps we have taken, including 
the continuance of our Embassy in Chungking, will, it is believed, be accepted as 
evidence of our anxiety to cooperate with this Chinese faction. Certainly it has 
Saved the face of Chiang. On his part he is giving proof of this desire to continue as 
a member of the United Nations, and General Wedemeyer appears to have established 
cordial relations with him. The Japanese drive which is wiping out our air fields, is 
necessarily a matter of concern, but one effect has been to spur the Chinese to greater 
resistance than has been the case heretofore. That is a welcome fact to Washington. 


Finance Department—The Office of the Fiscal Director held a conference 20-21-22 
Nov., at Ft. Benjamin Harrison, Ind., concentrating upon the fiscal aspects of the 
financial administration of the war. Maj. Gen. A. H. Carter, the Fiscal Director, 
opened the conference following the welcoming address by Maj. Gen, J. L. Collins, 
commanding general of the 5th Service Command. Chairmen of the conference were 
General Carter and Maj. Gen. H. K. Loughry, Chief of Finance. 

Other general officers of the Office of the Fiscal Director attending were: Brig. 
Gen. R. P. Hueper, Deputy Director and Assistant Chief of Finance; Brig. Gen. K. C. 
Royall, Deputy Director, and Brig. Gen. H. N. Gilbert, Office of Dependency Benefits. 
Representatives were present from Army Air Forces, Army Ground Forces, Surgeon 
General’s Office, Ordnance, Signal Corps, Chemical Warfare Service, Transportation 
Corps, Chief of Engineers, Quartermaster Corps and from the nine Service Commands 
and the Military District of Washington. 


Post-War ROTC and NROTC—With legislation providing for expansion of the 
Navy’s quota for NROTC before Congress, plans are under study in both War and 
Navy Departments to choose top combat officers for instructors’ positions after the war. 
The Navy, which has limited its NROTC chiefly to universities, is expected to grant 
contracts to a number of military schools of the preparatory and junior college class. 
The Army, which presently has a large number of units functioning as basic instruc- 
tional units only, may widen the scope of its training to include many more prep 
academies and large universities, 

Instructors at these institutions possibly will be rotated from school to school in 
order that the military students and future reserve officers will receive a wide variety 
of experiences. 


In addition to employing Regular Army and Regular Navy officers as instructors 
in the respective ROTC and NROTC units, use may be made of Reserve officers who 
were active in combat operations in the war. These selected Reservists would agree 
to serve tours of from one to four years in the service as ROTC instructors. Upon the 
completion of such assignment the Reserves would revert to inactive status. 

The Navy, as well as the Army, expects te establish methods of choosing certain 
honor or especially proficient ROTC graduates from each year’s ROTC graduating 
classes to become officers in the Regular establishment. Percentages chosen would 
be based upon the’needs of the regular establishment. 


Field Artillery School—Col. Thomas E. de Shazo, who returned recently from the 
European theater, has taken over duties as assistant commandant of the Field Artil- 
lery School. Colonel de Shazo succeeds Col. Einar B. Gjelsteen, who left the school in 
September for another assignment, 

A new field artillery group, the 214th, commanded by Col. La'wrence H. Bixby, 
former post executive officer at Fort Sill, arrived at Ft. Sill last week to join the Field 
Artillery School troops of the 31st Brigade. Battalions inuluded in the new group 
are the 569th, commanded by Lt. Col. James F. Hanger; the 580th commanded by Lt. 
Col. Arthur H. Lee; the 583rd, commanded by Lt. Col. Joseph B. Driskell, and the 
626th, commanded by Lt. Col. Sterling B. Howard. The four battalions are all 105 mm. 
truck-drawn howitzer units. 


Two battalions joined the 3ist Brigade of the Field Artillery Schoo] troops re- 
cently, the 624th Observation battalion arriving from Ft. Leonard Wood, Mo., and the 
894th Field Artillery battalion from Ft. Riley, Kans.

Army Air Forees—General Henry H. Arnold, commanding general of the AAF and 
commanding general of the 20th Air Force, speaking on the Army Hour, broadcast 
over the NBC network 26 Nov., said in describing the first attack on Tokyo by the 
2ist Bomber Command : 

“The mission was not ideal from the standpoint of weather. The skies were clear 
when General O’Donnell flew the first plane over the target. But two hours and fifteen 
minutes later, when the last plane let go its bombs, there were many clouds in the 
target area. As a result, some of the later formations could not bomb as accurately 
as they had hoped, but I am assured they will do better the next time they go back. 

“We had some losses. Only two of our planes did not return. Twenty-two heroes 
are missing. One of the two aircraft we know was lost over the target to enemy 

ghter plane action. The other is unreported. Some of its crew may yet turn up. 
One group of our planes was attacked by about forty Jap fighters which kept our 
crews busy for more than an hour, but the crews and the airplanes both responded 
admirably to the occasion, with no damage to the planes or crews. Some groups, on the 
other hand, didn’t even have an opportunity to warm up their guns. Such an event 
is always a disappointment to an American gunner.” 

General Arnold pointed out that the mission of a strategic air force is to bomb 
industries out of existence, adding that the 20th Bomber Command has knocked out 
the Japanese aircraft works at Okayama, on Formosa, so badly that it will not have 
to be done again for some time. 

General Henry H. Arnold this week received the following message from General 
Douglas MacArthur: “My heartiest congratulations on your Tokyo strikes. As well 
as hitting the heart of the Jap industries they divert his attention from the Philip- 
pines. You will help me greatly if you hit hard and often.” 

In addition to the announcement of Lt. Gen. Millard F. Harmon as deputy com- 
mander of the 20th Air Force, Brig. Gen. Haywood S, Hansell as commander of the 
2ist Bomber Command and Brig. Gen. Roger M. Ramey as its chief of staff, Col. John 
R. Montgomery has been announced as Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations and 
Training for the 21st and Col. William A. Robertson as Deputy Chief of Staff for 
Administrative Services. 

On 18 Nov. the AAF flew the 1,500,000th combat sortie since Pearl Harbor. A 
breakdown of sorties by type of aircraft show 1,318 by very heavy bomber, 390,562 
by heavy bomber, 239,042 by medium and light bomber and 870,329 by fighter. 

AIR SERVICE COMMAND—ASC and ATC teamwork in the C-B-I theater was 
emphasized recently when Maj. Gen. T, J. Hanley, commanding general of the ASC, 
and Brig. Gen. William H. Tunner, commanding general of the ATC, made a joint 
inspection trip to bases in China and India. 

Chaplain (Maj.) Virgil A. Cameron was recently assigned to the C-B-I ASC as 
assistant chief of ASC chaplains. He was formerly with the Training Command at 
Amarillo Army Air Field, Texas. 

AIR TRANSPORT COMMAND—During the months of January, February and 
March, 1944, there were 846 departures from the United States over the northern 
route. Of this total, three planes were lost. During the same period 859 combat planes 
were ferried over the route with the loss of 15 planes. AAF officials express satisfac- 
tion with the safety record indicated by the figures in view of the weather encoun- 
tered over this route during these months. It is expected that five times the number 
of transport hours and ton miles will be flown across the North Atlantic this 
winter. 

GROUND SAFETY DIVISION—Marked reduction in industrial traffic and other 
types of ground accidents has resulted from the year-old pregram of the AAF to 
improve ground safety in its 16 air forces and various commands, Col. W. L. Tubbs, 
chief of the Ground Safety Division, states that safety engineers from AAF Head- 
quarters were sent to all theaters of operations to set up complete safety programs. 
In Italy, England, India and the Southwest Pacific, he said, situations were found 
that warranted immediate correction. No over-all statistics are yet available on the 
improvement in ground safety overseas since the inception of the program, but figures 
from domestic installations show that in May, 1944, after five months of the program 
the military accident rate per month was 9.3 (the number of disabling injuries per 
100,000 man-days worked). During January, the civilian accident rate among AAF 
employes was 10.12 (the number of disabling injuries per 1,000,000 man-hours 
worked). By September, 1944, the military accident rate was down to 7.7 and the 
civilian rate to 7.09. 


Bureau of Ships—The USS Bon Homme Richard, the Navy’s newest Essex class 
tirpiane carrier, was commissioned at the Brooklyn Navy Yard 26 Nov. Capt. A. O. 
Rule, USN, new commanding officer, accepted the vessel from Rear Adm. Monroe 
Kelly, commandant of the 8rd Naval District. The Richard is the 13th Essex class 
carrier launched in the United States since we entered the war. 

For the first time in the history of the Charleston Navy yard, a movie star, Janet 
Blair, will assist in laying a keel for a naval vessel. The vessel, the USS Tidewater, 
was made possible by War Bond purchases of the citizens of Charleston and members 
of the armed forces in that area. 

The heavy cruiser Columbia and the destroyer Benner were launched at the New 
England Shipyards in Boston on Thursday, 30 Nov. 

The Navy has announced that a new Navy repair vessel under construction at the 
Maryland Dry Dock Co. at Baltimore will be named the U.S.S. Kermit Roosevelt in 
honor of the late spn of President Theodore Roosevelt. 

LSM 190 and LSM 191 were launched at Charleston Navy yard 21 Nov. Capt. 
Guy B. Baker, USN, captain of the yard, placed the vessels in commission-on behalf 
of the commandant, turning them over to their commanding officers. Lt. R. H. Saun- 
ders assumed command of LSM 190 and Lt. (jg) J. Wesley Loyer assumed command 
of LSM 191. 


Signal Corps—A Procurement Conference, Army Service Forces, was held recently in 
Chicago to enable the Commanding General, Lt. Gen. Brehon Sommervell, to meet per- 
sonally with field procurement personnel fer a discussion of basic procurement and ter- 
mination policies, with a view to securing a uniformity of approach to these problems 
in the several Technical Services. On the first day the following topics were discussed : 
Production and Manpowér; Pricing and Purchasing Policies; Advance Planning for 
nr aainga Contract Settlement Policies; Surplus Property Disposal and Storage 
oblems. 

On the second day the various Chiefs of the Technical Services held conferences 
with their own personnel. The Signal Corps group was addressed by Maj. Gen. H. C. 
Ingles, Chief Signal Officer, and by Maj. Gen. W. H. Harrison, Chief, Procurement and 
Distribution Service. 

The following Signal Corps personnel were among those in attendance: Brig. Gen. 
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T. J. Tully, Distribution; Col. William M. Mack, Procurement; Col, Conrad E. Snow, 
Legal; Col. R. L. Hart, Production; Col. G. H. Palmer, Requirements. 

Col. Hugh Mitchell, recently returned from duty in the Southwest Pacific, has been 
named Assistant Commandant of the Officers and Officer Candidate School at Ft. 
Monmouth, N. J. He succeeds Col. George L. Richon, who has been given an overseas 
assignment. 

Col. Leon E. Ryder has been appointed commander at Ft, Monmouth, N. J. He 
succeeds Col. James B. Haskell who has been assigned to the ASF Training Center, 
Camp Crowder, Mo. Colonel Ryder had been executive officer at Ft. Monmouth, 

Lt. Col. William Scandrett has been designated Chief, Theaters Branch, Plans and 
Operations Division, Office of the Chief Signal Officer, succeeding Lt. Col. Frederick 
©. Lough, who has been transferred to other duty in the Plans and Operations Division. 

Lt. Leon Tinnell, who was graduated from the Ft. Monmouth Officer Candidate 
School in April, 1943, has played one of the most dramatic roles in war by serving as 
a volunteer spy in the Philippines during seven months of the Japanese occupation of 
the islands. His brilliant work, sending back information by radio about Jap ship 
movements, resulted in the sinking of more than fifty enemy ships by United States 
submarines. He was also able to radio to headquarters invaluable information about 
Jap troop movements and installations on the islands. 

Lieutenant Tinnell went to Mindanao by submarine, accompanied by three en- 
listed men, and fought alongside Filipino guerrillas, for whom he has the highest 
praise, and was constantly on the alert to gather information which he could radio 
to General MacArthur’s headquarters. He was sick with malaria much of the time 
and lost 17 pounds’ weight. Ultimately he escaped by submarine. 

In the recent invasion of the Philippines Lieutenant Tinnell returned with Gen- 
eral MacArthur’s invasion forces and landed on Leyte at the head of a picked group of 
men, higbly trained in reconnaissance and demolition. His firsthand knowledge of 
the islanders gave his work a special value, since he was widely known and trusted by 
them. : 

Maj. Joseph H. Wallin, formerly an assistant executive officer in the Office of the 
Chief Signal Officer, has been assigned to the Ft. Monmouth Signal Corps Procurement 
District. Major Wallin recently completed the War Readjustment Course at the Army 
Industrial College. 

Dr. William L. Everitt, one of America’s foremost authorities on radio and elec- 
tronics, who is now serving as Chief of Operational Research Branch, Office of the 
Chief Signal Officer, has been elected President of the Institute of Radio Engineers 
for the coming year, succeeding Professor Hubert M. Turner of the Department of 
Electrical Engineering at Yale University. Dr. Everitt has been directing important 
Operational research for the U. S. Army Signal Corps since 1942. Dr. Everitt’s status 
as a civilian with the Signal Corps has not precluded direct aid by him in military 
missions. He has taken part in several such missions both to the European and South- 
west Pacific Theater of Operations.

Navy Chaplains Corps—Questionnaires are being distributed to all ships and stations 
to be completed by the senior chaplain or by the best qualified officer, if no chaplain 
is present, in an effort to compile a complete history of the Navy Chaplains Corps. 
The only duly-assigned Marine Corps Chaplain’s assistant on duty in the Asiatic- 
Pacific war theater is Sgt. George F. Draughon, who is assisting Capt. Herbert Dums- 
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trey, (ChC) USN, Staff Chaplain of units under the command of Lt. Gen. Holland 
M. Smith’s Fleet Marine Force, Pacific. 

As Navy transport chaplain on ships plying between Mediterranean ports and 
the United States, Lt. Raymond G. Wickersham, (ChC), USNR, has had the oppor- 
tunity of conducting religious services for German prisoners of war. On one trip, 
when 2,900 prisoners were aboard, by means of a religious survey he found that 55 
per cent claimed to be Protestants and 45 per cent Catholics. According to the chap- 
lain, they said they were not allowed to have religious gatherings while in the Ger- 
man Army. 





Marine Corps—Nominations of seven Marine Corps officers for temporary promotion 
to general officer grades were confirmed by the Senate on 28 Nov. Promoted from 
brigadier general to major general were Earl C. Long, Pedro del Valle, Louis E. 
Woods and Field Harris. Advanced from colonel to brigadier general were William T.

Commanding officers have been authorized to promote privates to privates first 
class in the Marine Corps Women’s Reserve on a basis of 75 per cent of the com- 
bined total of privates and privates first class in the authorized allowance for general 
duty of the organization to which they are attached. 

The Marine Corps directed by Letter of Instruction No. 885 that the wearing of 
the officer’s field jacket is optional. The jacket may be worn during field exercises 
and activities, or during actual performance of routine office, post and garrison duties. 
Insignia of rank and collar ornaments will be worn in the same manner on the jacket 
as prescribed for summer and winter service clothes. Shoulder patches, service ribbons 
and qualification badges are optional. When worn their positions must conform with 
existing regulations for use with coats, 

Letter of Instruction No. 881 dated 9 Nov. gives a list of post exchange supplies 
which are purchased by the Quartermaster General for overseas distribution. 


Quartermaster Corps—Col. L. L. Cobb. former executive officer of the ASF Training 
Center at Camp Lee, Va., has been named commandant of the Quartermaster School 
there, succeeding Col. L, R. Wolfe, who has been transferred to the Office of the Quar- 
termaster General as director of Military Training. Terminating his third term of 
service at Camp Lee, after seven months as commandant of the school, Colonel Wolfe 
replaces Brig. Gen, Wilbur R. McReynolds, who is now the Air Quartermaster. 

Four contract termination conferences were held recently at the Charlotte, N. C., 
Quartermaster Depot, for officials of the southern textile industry who hold Quarter- 
master contracts. The meetings were arranged between representatives of the Phila- 
delphia Quartermaster Depot and executives of seven industrial associations. 

Brig. Gen. Guy I. Rowe, commanding general of the Jeffersonville, Ind., Quar- 
termaster Depot, announced 14 Nov, that Col. Howell Harrell has been named Director 
of Supply at that installation. 

Announcement was made 14 Nov. by Col. 8. I. Zeidner, commanding officer of the 
Columbus, Uhio, ASF Depot, that a school for the instruction of Quartermaster offi- 
cers in the proper packing, packaging and processing of military supplies has been set 
up at that installation. The school, which will be attended by 25 officers, was estab- 
lished 20 Nov. , 

Less than a week after General Douglas MacArthur’s headquarters had sent a 
cable to the War Department requisitioning shoulder patches for the Philippine Army 
and Constabulary which are fighting with the Americans in the Islands, the first ship- 
ment of the patches was on its way from the ’hiladelphia Quartermaster Depot. 

After months of research, recipe designing and testing, a revised Army cook book, 
entitled “Army Recipes” hus been compiled and published by the Office of the Quarter- 
master General. The bock contains 658 recipes, designed and kitchen tested by some of 
the best food experts in the country. 

An intrenching tool, developed by the Jeffersonville Quartermaster Depot, 
when folded is only one inch longer than the straight shovel it supersedes, and the 
adjustable blade, when opened, provides a tool six inches longer and with more 
leverage than the old implement. When not in use, the blade may be folded right 
back against the handle and inserted into a fitted duck bag which is suspended from 
the soldier’s belt. The blade may be adjusted so that the tool can be used as a dig- 
ging mattock by setting the blade at right angles to the handle, or a shovel when 
the blade is set in a straight line. 


Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—The variety and quality of food served at Navy 
messes afloat and at advanced bases compares favorably to the food at shore stations 
in the United States, according to reports presented by Navy Market officers at a 
recent conference in Chicago. The conference was held 14 to 18 Nov. in the office of the 
Navy Liaison Officer, Field Headquarters, Perishable Branch, Subsistence Division, 
Office of the Quartermaster General, Chicago, IIll., to discuss the Market Center Pro- 
gram and the problems incident to increases in overseas shipment of perishable foods. 
Attending were the Navy Market Officers from each Naval District within the United 
States, representatives of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts and the Office of 
the Quartermaster General, and the chiefs of the various commodity branches of the 
Chicago Field Headquarters. 

At the opening session of the conference addresses were made by Rear Adm. 
William Brent Young, (SC), USN, Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts; 
Brig. Gen. C. A. Hardigg, QMC, Chief, Subsistence Division, Office of the Quarter- 
master General; Capt. E. F. Ney, (SC), USN, Officer-in-Charge, Subsistence Divisivun, 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, and Col. H. R. McKenzie, QMC, Ofticer-in-Charge, 
Field Headquarters. Capt. W. B. Beacham, (SC), USN, Navy Liaison Officer at the 
Field Headquarters, presided. 

The Bureau’s Officer Personnel Division recently announced the promotion of 18 
retired officers of the Supply Corps to the rank of captain, nine retired officers to the 
rank of commander, one to the rank of commander, Naval Reserve, seven to lieutenant 
commander, and one to the rank of lieutenant commander, Naval Keserve.

Ordnance Department—In order to combat the present shell shortage, Ordnance per- 
sonnel are working day and night to make captured German ammunition available to 
our troops. Thousands of 75-mm shells, seized from stocks left behind by the enemy 
in the retreat across France and the Low Countries are now serving to augument the 
weight of American firepower. In some sectors tank artillery has assumed a supple- 
mentary role as supporting field artillery because of the availability of these addi- 
tional stocks of ammunition for their 75-mm guns, 


The improvisation in one sector of the front in Eastern France has attained large 
proportions in the use of both captured enemy ammunition and enemy guns. It started 
when Ordnance troops came across large stocks of asserted artillery ammunition at 
two places—the Citadel Fort of Verdun and the Argonne Forest. These stocks in- 
cluded such quantities and items as 12,000 rounds of 81-mm mortar, 19,000 rounds of 
75-mm, 10,000 rounds 88-mm, together with many 1055-mm and 150-mm artillery 
projectiles. The 88-mm mortar projectiles could easily be used for our own weapon 
and tank guns could be served with German 75-mm shells. German 105-mm ammuni- 
tion was modified for use in the 105-mm howitzer. 


Lt. Col. Joseph L. Crowley, Ordnance officer of the XX Corps, provided captured 
German guns to fire captured ammunition in such calibers as 88-mm and 150-mm. 
There are now a number of these pieces in full scale action against the enemy. Some 
Russian guns were also catpured, having been transported to France by the enemy. 
They are described as good pieces of artillery and will soon be in action. 


Bureau of Aeronautics—Air Group 8, after a successful job of helping pave the way 
for the landings in the Philippines and completing a 72,000amile prowl of the Pacific, 
has returned to the United States for a rest. The group, led by Comdr. Ralph L. 
Shifley, USN. destroyed or damaged 691 Jap aircraft and sank 44 Jap ships. 

The Navy’s carrier-based Composite Squadron 66, which has been reported sunk 
twice by the Jap radio, has returned to the United States after a ten-month tour of 
duty in the Pacific. The squadron, led by Lt. Gerald O. Trapp, USNR, participated in 
43 bombing and strafing attacks against Jap positions on Wotje and Maloelap Atolls 
in the Marshalls and the Morotai Islands in the Western Pacific. 

VPB-135 has returned to the United States for a rest. The Aleutian air veterans, 
led by Comdr. Paul L. Stahl, USN, will return to combat operations shortly. 

The squadron commander of “Fighting 8” is in the United States after a tour of 
duty which included actions over the East China Sea and the Centra! Pacific, Comdr. 
William M. Collins, USN, in his report said that the “Jap flyers don’t seem to have the 
teamwork we have.” In action since March, from Palau to the Philippines, Fighting 8 
has shot down a total of 153 planes in aerial combat, sunk 42,000 tons of Jap shipping 
and probably sunk about 30,000 more tons, 


A pilot and aircrewman operating in the Pacific from a carrier made 39 combat 
flights, dropped 37,000 pounds of bombs, shot down four enemy planes, destroyed four 
planes on the ground, scored direct hits on two cargo vessels and one 28,000 ton carrier, 
sank a landing barge, scored a near miss on a cruiser, bombed an underground hangar, 
demolished Jap buildings, supply dumps and AA batteries and found their way out of 
many tight situations, the Navy disclosed this week. The two airmen establishing this 
record were Lt. Cook Cleland, USNR, and William J. Hisler, ARM2c, USNR. The 
plane was a Douglas Dauntless dive bomber (SBD).

Reconstruction in Russia 
Maj. Gen. Philip B. Fleming, Adminis- 
trator of the Federal Works Agency, 
speaking at a dinner meeting of the Wash- 





ington Society of Engineers at Washing- 
ton, D. C., 22 Nov., told of his recent trip 
to Europe and of the reconstruction now 
under way ip Russia. He said, in part: 

“I also met the architect who is planning 
the new and greater Stalingrad, and since 
the city was almost entirely destroyed, he has 
a free hand to do a complete job. There are 
no hallowed landmarks to be preserved, no 
traditions to cramp his style. Everything is 
being is being abandoned and he is laying 
out an entirely new city. And I must say that 
if they build according to the plans, the new 
Stalingrad will be one of the most beautiful 
and convenient cities in the world. 

“When the commissar builds a factory, he 
also builds the houses in which the workers 
and their families are to live, as well as the 
facilities and access roads. Using such ma- 
terials as are available in war time, he never- 
theless is building for permanence so far as 
possible. The development ts to include a 
Palace of Rest and Culture, such as the one I 
saw at the Stalin tractor plant, now making 
war instruments. In reality, it is a kind of 
club, at which movies are shown, lectures de- 
livered, dances held, and instruction given in 
the various arts.” 

Telling of the reconstruction of the 
Dnieper Dam, Genera) Fleming said: 


“Much of the dam itself was demolished, At 
present, the Russians are cleaning up the 
mess that once was the power huuse and they 
have rebuilt part of the dam, although they 
blew a number of holes in it in order to draw 
the water duwn below the power house level 
They expect to have the place In partial op- 
eration within a year.

Pearl Harbor Day Bonds 


Preliminary reports indicate that 
Navy’s annual] Pearl Harbor Day extra 
cash War Bond sale, from 1 to 7 Dee. in- 
clusive, wil) break al] existing records for 
any similar campaign. 

With the goal the purchase of one ex- 
tra $100 War Bond per person, it is an- 
ticipated that the campaign total wil! far 
exceed the results of the last Independ- 
ence Day bond sale, when the record total 
of $47,843,122 in War Bonds was bonght 
by Navy, Murine Corps and Coast Guard 
civilian and military personnel. 

The Pearl Harbor Day campaign falls 
within the scope of the Treasury’s Sixth 
War Loan Drive. The Navy sale, conse 
quently, will benefit from the nationwide 
publicity accorded the Treasury cam- 


paign. 

At the same time, not only will Navy 
civilian and uniformed personnel who 
make their bond purchases between 1 and 
7 Dec. have those purchases credited to 
the Navy campaign, but the Navy results 
in turn will be included in the Treasury 
drive total. This will be, therefore, a 
double-barreled campaign and every bond 
purchased will hit two targets. 

War bonds of Series E, F and G will be 
counted in determining sules volume. Only 
cash sales are eligible, and bonds pur- 
chased under the payroll? savings or mili- 
tary allotment plans wil) not be counted 
in the Pearl Harbor Day total. 
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Army Service Forces Report 


The activities and accomplishments of 
the various branches of the Army Ser- 
vice Forces during tie fiscal year ending 
80 June 1944 were described in detail in 
the annual report of Lt. Gen. Brehon Som- 
ervell, Commanding General, ASF, which 
was made public last week. 

The general summary of the report 
and its highlights were printed in the 
25 Nov. issue of the ARMY AND Navy 
Journal. Of the various branches, the 
report said, in part: 

Medical Services 

More than one-third of the nation’s medical 
personnel and facilities have been mobilized 
in the Army Medical Corps to look after the 
health of the men and women in the Army. 
Its achievements have been outstanding. 
Medical science has made notable progress in 
the course of the war. 

The health of the Army in the continental 
United States and throughout the world re- 
mained very satisfactory during the past fis- 
cal year. The non-effective rate, which meas- 
ures the proportion of soldiers absent from 
military duty at any one time because of 
medical attention, was 37.7 men per 1,000 in 
the United States. This was slightly higher 
than the rate in 1943 because it included the 
time lost from military duty by men evacu- 
ated from overseas, If these had been ex- 
cluded, the non-effective rate would have been 
somewhat lower than in 1943. Non-effective 
rates in overseas theatres were only a little 
higher than those in this country. Non-battie 
injuries overseas continued to cause more 
casualties up to 30 June 1944 than battle 
wounds. 

During 1944 some 100,000 patients were 
evacuated from overseas, of whom about 90 
per cent were returned by sea. The Army 
had 17 hospital ships in service by the end of 
the fiscal year and 11] under construction for 
delivery withio a few months. In addition to 
those evacuated on hospital ships, patients 
were returned in troopships when their inju- 
ries permitted. The Army continued its pol- 
icy of sending overseas wounded and injured 
soldiers to the general hospitals nearest their 
homes except in those cases requiring spe- 
cialized treatment by a particular hospital. 

On 30 June 1944, the Army Service Forces 
were operating 60 genera! hospitals scattered 
throughout the United States with a total ca- 
pacity of 100,000 beds. Forty-four of the 60 
hospitals specialized in particular treatment; 
for example, 19 were neuropsychiatric cen- 
ters; 3 specialized in radium therapy, 6 han- 
died plastic surgery and ophthalmologic 
surgery ; and 18, neuro-surgery. 

A_ well-balanced physical, educational, 
and occupational reconditioning program for 
convalescent patients in all Army Service 
Forces hospitals was established during the 
year. The purpose was to return men to duty 
or to their homes in the best possible state 
of physical and mental! fitness, Specia] meas- 
ures were taken to assist the blind and the 
deaf. The whole emphasis was upon hasten- 
ing the patient’s recovery. Special convales- 
cent hospitals were also created to release 
bed space in regular hospitals. ,.. 

Communications 

Nothing has been more outstanding in the 
overall conduct of this war than rapid com- 
munications. Practically instantaneous ser- 
vice hes been provided between theatre head- 
quarters and general staffs. The same service 
has speeded the work of the Combined 
Chiefs of Staff at such conferences as Casa- 
blanca, Quebec, Cairo, and Teheran. Indeed, 
without the development of rapid communi- 
cations, it is doubtful whether the concept 
of the Combined Chiefs of Staff would have 
had reality. 

By 30 June 1944 the Army Commonications 
Service, operated by the Signal Corps, was 
the backbone of a signal communications sys- 
tem unrivaled in the annals of warfare. In 
fact, the system is the most extensive of any 
type yet created. ... 

The most important single communications 
vervice development during the year was the 
conversion of many overseas wireless cir- 
cuits to radio teletypewriter. These revolu- 
tionary facilities permitted the effective use 
for the first time of standard wire teletype- 
writers on radio channels, thus eliminating 
slow manual methods which required highly 
skilled operators. 

The number of messages handled by the 
War Department Signa) Center during the 
year increased from 2.7 million messages to 
over 5 million. The time to transmit a ffty- 
word message was reduced from more than 
forty miuutes te seven. Personne! require- 
ments at the Signa) Center were reduced more 
than 40 per cent. Wasteful paralie] sections 
of independent networks were absorbed into 
a — command and administrative net- 
wor 

The telephone tine along the Alaska High- 
Way was completed during the year and a 
new line was begun from Calcutta into China, 

Telephoto service for the transmission of 
visua] material was extended to al) major the- 
atres during the year. 

Training 


The training job of the Army Service 
Forces in providing overseas commanders 





with their service personnel was hardly less 
important than supplying the Army with a 
vast variety of goods and services needed to 
fight a modern war. In theatres of operations 
the ultimate responsibilities for supply, ser- 
vicing, and administration—similar to those 
performed by the Army Service Forces for 
the War Department as a whole—were car- 
ried out by these troops. 

Service units operating with combat troops 
were trained by the Army Ground Forces and 
the Army Air Forces, but much of the per- 
sonnel was technically trained first by the 
Army Service Forces. Service units working 
in supply zones behind the front lines were 
entirely trained by the Army Service Forces. 
In September, 1943, there were a total of 
700,000 persons being trained by the Army 
Service Forces; by June, the number had 
dropped to about 500,000. Within this total 
personnel, about half were receiving training 
in troop units. These units consisted of 130 
different types organized to perform as many 
different functions overseas. Altogether, over 
one million persons completed training under 
the Army Service Forces during this one 
fiscal year. 

Because the total size of the Army was 
limited by the War Department, and since the 
first need was for combat troops, the number 
of service troops scheduled for training was 
strictly controlled by the War Department. 
On the other hand, the demands from over- 
seas for supply troop units were so great that 
training activities by the Army Service 
Forces were constantly enlarged over the past 
two years. Continual change made adminis- 
tration more difficult. 

On one occasion during the year a group 
of officers from Army Service Forces head- 
quarters were sent to the North African The- 
atre to convert one ground force division and 
several antiaircraft battalions into service 
units—principally Engineer and Quartermas- 
ter battalions. Moreover, overseas command- 
ers requested that many troop units trained 
by the Army Service Forces be sent overseas 
before their training program was completed, 

Schools were operated by the Army Service 
Forces to provide advanced technical training 
to individual soldiers who were already as- 
signed to units or who had completed basic 
training. Here the courses ranged from ma- 
laria control and the repair of radar equip- 
ment to automotive maintenance and the op- 
eration of railway trains, The Army Service 
Forces also provided special courses for men 
inducted into the Army who did not meet 
minimum literacy requirements. About 75 per 
cent of the men assigned to this training sat- 
isfactorily completed the course in 60 days 
or less. A peak of 31,000 men were included 
in these courses in February, 1944. ... 


Personal Service 


During the past fiscal year the attention of 
the Army Exchange Service shifted increas- 
ingly to overseas activities. The number of 
overseas post exchanges increased from 109 
to 288 while those in the United States fell 
from 743 to 636. Overseas outlets or branches 
operatéd by exchanges at the close of the year 
amounted to 5,000 compared with 5,920 out- 
lets in this country. A gift service was es- 
tablished whereby soldiers might order gifts 
for friends and relatives in the United States 
through mail-order catalogues. The Christ- 
mas catalog sent out to Theatres of Opera- 
tions before the end of the fiscal year con- 
tained more than 200 gift suggestions rang- 
ing from toys to war bonds. Preparations 
were made to handle an expected two million 
orders for Christmas of 1944. 

About 9 million dollars worth of athletic 
equipment was distributed overseas and in 
the continental United States by the Army 
Service Forces during 1944. More than 14 
million books in especially published pocket 
size went overseas. Magazines in overseas 
editions were also provided. Handicraft kits 
were designed and sent overseas as off- 
duty hobby materials for soldiers. The words 
of popular songs were reproduced and dis- 
tributed. Bight thousand packages of twenty 
phonograph records each were shipped over- 
seas in the month of June alone. During 
1944, 178 units of professional entertainers 
composed of a total of 852 people were routed 
overseas. Of this total, 93 were stage, screen, 
and radio stars who traveled as guest artists 
and the remaining were salaried personnel 
employed by U. 8S. O. Camp Shows, Inc. 

Under an agreement with the motion pic- 
ture industry the U. 8S. Army Motion Picture 
Service obtained sufficient prints of movies 
to show pictures in all War Department 
theatres In the United States within thirty 
days of their national release. For overseas 
audiences the American film industry do- 
nated 728 prints of new releases each month. 

Radio broadcasting reached even the most 
distant outposts during the year. A trans- 
mitter was set up on the Anzio Beachhead, 
for example, at a time when the forces there 
were under fire. At the beginning of the year 
there were no radio stations serving the 
American Forces in the China-Buorma-India 
Theatre; at the end of the year there were 
twelve. Each week forty-two hours of pro- 
grams featuring the best entertainers and 
artists were transcribed for rebroadcast over- 
seas to the armed forces. Short-wave broad- 
casting totaled more than 2,200 hours in the 
month of June, 1944. 

The Armed Forces Institute provided 141 





correspondence courses in high school, tech- 
nical, and college subjects; some 200,000 ser- 
vicemen and women were enrolled during 
1944. The Institute also distributed brief in- 
troductory training manuals in twenty-four 
foreign languages together with advanced 
manuals in five languages. 

The postal service run by the Army Serv- 
ice Forces grew to huge proportions in 1944. 
Mail despatched overseas doubled during the 
year—20 million pounds of letter mai) and 
270 million V-mail letters. A new system 
was created whereby each overseas theatre 
was guaranteed a minimum allotment of 
space for the air transport of mail and might 
devote a larger proportion of its available 
air space to mail if it so desired. 

The Corps of Chaplains has continued to 
serve troops wherever assigned. The strength 
of the Corps expanded from 6,000 to 7,500 
during the fiscal year 1944. Attendance figures 
indicated that more than one million soldiers 
a week attended church services conducted 
by Chaplains. 

In February, 1944, the Army Service Forces 
created a personal affairs organization to 
provide all army personnel and their depend- 
ents with adequate information and guidance 
on personal matters. A persona] affairs of- 
ficer was appointed at each post and camp 
in the United States. Women’s Volunteer 
Committees aided in the program. Soldiers 
were assisted, directed, or guided to appro- 
priate agencies in obtaining necessary aid in 
meeting personal problems, 

By 30 June 1944 there were 1,100 legal as- 
sistance officers at Army posts in the United 
States and overseas. Numerous civilian law- 
yers have volunteered their services to help 
the legal assistance officers appointed from 
within the Army. This program of provid- 
ing legal advice to soldiers greatly benefited 
the morale of all service men and women. 


Engineering Services 

All War Department facilities in the United 
States are built by the Army Service Forces. 
The Army’s war construction program was 
virtually completed in the fiscal year 1944. 
About 40 per cent of new work authorized 
during the year was for airfields of the Army 
Air Forces, and another 40 per cent was for 
industrial facilities necessary to produce new- 
ly developed weapons. 

The gravel surfacing of the Alaska High- 
way was completed during the year. At the 
same time all but a few of the temporary 
bridges were replaced by structures of a per- 
manent or semi-permanent nature. Further 
construction on the Pan-American Highway 
by the Corps of Engineers was terminated in 
October, 1943, because of the favorable strate- 
gic situation. All major work on the Cano! 
Project was also completed. .. . 

During the past year, the results of the 
efforts to obtain prompt trials, fair sentences, 
and enlightened prison administration have 
been especially gratifying. Careful controls, 
including greater selectivity in appointing 
court members and thorough review of sen- 
tences in the Judge Advocate General's Office, 
have contributed to the fairness with which 
proceedings have been conducted. A close 
tie between clemency action and the review 
boards has likewise tended toward a surer 
administration of justice, It has been empha- 
sized that penalties for officers and enlisted 
men committing the same offense must be 
comparable. 

During the calendar year 1943 there were 
9 general courts-martial per thousand sol- 
diers; in the first six months of 1944 the 
ratio was 3 per thousand. In the calendar 
year 1943 the average lapse in time for the 
Army as a whole between date of confinement 
of a soldier and the date of his sentence by 
genera! court-martial was 28.8 days; in the 
first six months of the calendar year 1944 
this was reduced to 23 days. 

Consultants in prison administration have 
brought the best civil practices Into the Army 
and the combination of experience bids fair 
during the coming year to develop the best 
pena] system in the world, The success of 
the rehabilitation program has been note- 
worthy in reclaiming both good soldiers for 
the Army and good citizens for the country. 

Legal Services 

During the fiscal year 1944 the Jndge Ad- 
vocate General represented the War Depart- 
ment in 171 formal proceedings. His office 
worked with the Department of Justice in 
handling 1,393 court cases affecting the in- 
terests of the War Department. 

Many legal questions have arisen in con- 
nection with military operations overseas. 
The Judge Advocate General cooperated with 
the Department of State in handling agree- 
ments governing the conduct of American 
troops in foreign territory. A anique field of 
legal research concerned the punishment of 
war criminals, including the definition of war 
crimes, appropriate tribnnals for the trial 
of offenders, and procedures in the Investiga- 
tion and collection of evidence. 

An Act of Congress approved 3 July 1943, 
permits the War Department to settle all 
claims from civilians for injury to person 
or damage to property not In excess of $1,000. 
By delegating authority to strvice comman- 
ders to handle these cases under the super- 
vision of the Judge Advocate General, the 
length of time between filing of claim and 
approval or disapproval has been reduced 
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from 125 days to 75 days. During the year 
some 43,000 claims were considered, of which 
25,000 were approved involving a total out- 
lay of 3.4 million dollars. Overseas some 26,000 
claims were filed, of which 20,000 were ap- 
proved for a tota) outlay of 2.3 million dollars. 


Fiscal Service 


The major fiscal functions of the Army 
Service Forces include the payment of per- 
sonnel of the military establishment; the ad- 
ministration of persona! finances of the sol- 
dier and his dependents, as in the case of 
family allowances and allotments-of-pay; the 
payment to industry of commercial! and trans- 
portation bills; furnishing aids to produc- 
tion, such as advance payments and guar- 
anteed loans; and genera! administrative op- 
erations relating to receipts, disbursements, 
accounting, and auditing operations, The 
magnitude of these operations ts indicated 
by the fact that Army disbursing officers 
paid out 52 billion dollars in 1944, an aver- 
age of over 4 billion dollars a month, More 
than 100,000,000 checks were issued, while all 
enlisted men were paid in cash. In handling 
these enormous sums there has not been @ 
single instance of any loss through specula- 
tion or mishandling of funds. The Army can 
take the greatest pride in this record. 

Despite the size of the Army, 99.9 per cent 
of military payrolis in the United States were 
paid on time. The same record was achieved 
in the payment of civilian payrolls. During 
the month of June 1944, 3,800,000 family al- 
lowance checks were issued by the Army 
Service Forces amounting to 227 million dol- 
lars. In the same month 2,300,000 voluntary 
allotment checks amounting to 145 million 
dollars were issued. Al! of these checks cov- 
ering the regular June payment were deliv- 
a to the post office by 10 a. m. on 1 July 





A total of 13 million commercial invoices 
were paid by Army disbursing officers, and 
another 13 million transportation bills were 
paid by the Finance Office, U. 8S. Army, in 
Washington, D. C. The number of unpaid 
bills on hand on 30 June 1944 represented 
less than a fifteen days’ lag. 

Persennel Becords 

As the Army has grown, the management 
of central personnel records by the Adjutant 
Genera] has become a larger and larger job. 
The most exacting work of all has been in 
the notification about casualties to the next 
of kin. Reports in code of wounded or in- 
jured, death, and missing in action are trans- 
mitted daily to the Adjutant General from 
overseas theatres. Every effort is then made 
to Insure the proper identification of the In- 
dividual and his next of kin. A telegraph 
message is turned over at once to Western 
Union. This notification in al) but a very few 
cases is sent within 24 hours of receipt of 
information from overseas. 

Those persons listed as missing in action 
are carried as such until officially reported 
as prisoners of war, or until some official evi- 
dence of death is received. There ts no stand- 
ard policy about the length of time before a 
man missing In action is declared legally 
dead—each case must be decided upon its 
individual merits. The law requires, however, 
that an official determination of a man’s 
status be made at the end of one year. Once 
a man is reported as a prisoner of war, rec- 
ords are handled by the Information Bureau 
of the Provost Marsha! General. 

The number of casualty messages des- 
patched during 1944 grew from 20,400 In July, 
1943, to 78,060 in June, 1944—an Increase of 
approximately 300 per cent. 





Suspend Cable Service 


Acceptance of all-Expeditionary Force 
Messages (EFM) and greeting messages 
of the sender’s own composition will be 
suspended from 6 to 25 Dec. inclusive, 
to and from Army, Navy, Marine and 
Coast Guard personnel in the numerous 
areas of operation outside the continental 
United States. 

This restriction of cable or radio ser- 
vice is necessary because the volume of 
Christmas messages involved would over- 
burden the limited overseas transmission 
facilities and hinder expeditious handling 
of messages vital to the war effort, the 
War and Navy Department stated. 

The suspension does not preclude the 
acceptance of messages of the sender’s 
own composition other than greetings nor 
will it prevent the transmission of mes- 
sages filed prior to midnight 5 Dec. 

Therefore, the only available means for 
an exchange of Christmas greetings dur- 
ing the period 6 to 25 Dec. 1944 will be by 
letter. 

After 25 Dec. EFM and Sender’s Com- 
position Message Services will be pro- 
vided under usual conditions. 
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States Plan for Veterans

erans’ Assistunce Program.” Prepara- 
tions have been made to assist returning 
veterans with the following problems: 

1. Reemployment in former positions. 

2. Securing new positions. 

3. Facilities for rendering aid in secur- 
ing legal rights in such matters as claims, 
pensions, vocational rehabilitation, hos- 
pitalization, education, loans, unemploy- 
ment compensation, and other rights and 
benefits under the GI Bill. 

4. Aid in securing emergency relief, ad- 
vice, counsel, and assistance in the prep- 
aration of documents. 

A decentralized information’ service 
has been established in more than 1,000 
offices in the State. Information Centers 
are located in all offices of local draft 
boards, United States Employment Ser- 
vice, Civil Service Commission, United 
States Railroad Retirement Board, 
County Agricultural Agents, Farm Se- 
curity Administration Supervisors, Vet- 
erans’ Administration Facilities, County 
Education Departments, County Service 
Commissioners, Veterans’ Organization 
Posts and Chapters, American Red Cross 
Local Chapters, County Departments of 
Public Welfare, and many county and 
city public officials. The prime service 
which can be rendered by these organiza- 
tions and agencies is to furnish the vet- 
eran with information which will enable 
him to get what he needs with the least 
trouble possible. In addition to operat- 
ing local Information Centers, all of these 
agencies and organizations are working 
together to create opportunities in every 
city, town and community in the state 
for returning veterans. 

The Legislature of Alabama has 
passed certain laws protecting the reem- 
ployment rights of former State and 
County employees called into the Service. 
A law has also been passed creating the 
office of State Service Commissioner, and 
County Service Commissioners’ offices 
are being established in each of the sixty- 
seven counties of the State. 

The State has prepared a 24-page 
booklet entitled “Veterans Assistance 
Program, State of Alabama,” which, as 
its title indicates, outlines the aids avail- 
able to veterans. Also available is a di- 
rectory of veterans assistance agencies 
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and organizations.

CALIFORNIA

The setting up in California of machin- 
ery to handle information and advice to 
demobilized service men has been under 
constant study by an advisory committee 
of the State Reconstruction and Reem- 
ployment Commission, and at the pres- 
ent time that advisory committee is pre- 
paring a report to the commission and 
to the Governor for the establishment 
within the State administration of a Cali- 
fornia Veterans’ clearance agency. 

This agency, under the provisions of 
the report, would be charged with the co- 
ordination of all programs and services 
to returning veterans, and would estab- 
lish working relationships with federal 
agencies, the cities and counties of Cali- 
fornia, and the veterans’ organizations. 

A number of pamphlets exist describ- 
ing the functions of the various depart- 
ments with respect to returning veterans, 
but the proposed agency, when set up in 
the near future, will undoubtedly pre- 
pare a comprehensive bulletin.

SOUTH CAROLINA

Preparedness for Peace Commission 


South Carolina’s plans for caring for 
demobilized service personnel are cen- 
tered in a program designed to promote 
full public and private employment in 
the State. 

The Legislature in 1942 created the 
Preparedness for Peace Commission, 
composed of representatives of the State 
Senate and House and public members— 
appointed by the Governor—to represent 
business, labor, industry, agriculture and 
the professions. Governor Olin D. Johns- 
ton is chairman ex officio. The commis- 
sion has been voted $15,000 to enable it to 
carry out its studies. 

The Preparedness for Peace Commis- 
sion has adopted the following program: 

I. That plans be prepared as early as 
the nature of the work will permit to 
meet problems of a peace time economy 
in South Carolina involving: 

1. A determination as far as practicable of 
the amount of unemployment which will 
threaten the State with the cessation of the 
present emergency. 

2. A census of all employers in all sections 
of South Carolina and of potentialities for 
the expansion of existing industries to give 
wider employment. . 

3. All possible encouragement for the es- 
tablishment of new industries including a 
study of the sources of capital and methods 
of financing such industries. 

4. Full cooperation looking to improve- 
ment and expansion of agricultural opera- 
tions, proper marketing of farm products, 
and utilization of products in extended and 
varied uses. 

5. The widest possible development and 
use of South Carolina ports. 

6. The promotion of a private construction 
program consisting of homes, churches, fac- 
tories and commercial buildings. 

7. The placing of proper emphasis for em- 
ployment in private enterprise. 

8. The planning of public works by the 
State, counties, municipalities and school dis- 
tricts for public buildings, roads, school 
houses, water and sewer systems, hospitals, 
air ports, inland waterways and all facilities 
properly to be supplied by public bodies; the 
public works program to be subordinated at 
all times to needs of private employers and 
to be responsive to needs for employment 
which may not be supplied through private 
channels, 

9. Full cooperation with cities, towns and 
counties looking to the establishment of plan- 
ning committees in every community in the 
State, which committees shall be responsive 
to local needs for governmental and tax re- 
form, industrial development and relief of un- 
employment. 

10. The maintenance of close contact with 
all post-war planning agencies in order that 
full cooperation may be secured by mutual 
exchange of ideas, and with such projects 
sought through assistance of such agencies 
a — be for the best interests of this 

e. 

II. That complete studies be instituted 
to determine the present efficiency of the 
State government and to recommend any 
advisable changes for efficiency and 
economy with a reasonable amount of 
streamlining, abolition of useless activi- 
ties and wise consolidations. 

III. A complete investigation of the tax 
structure of South Carolina in all its 
phases involving: 

1. A determination of what taxes if any are 
oppressive to (a) The home and small prop- 
erty owner; (b) The agricultural interests 





of the State; (c) Present and prospective in- 
dustries. 

2. Full factual reports showing a tax sys- 
tem sufficient to raise necessary revenues but 
not oppressive to any class or interest. 

3. Suggestions leading to reasonable sta- 
bility in taxation as a basis for future plans 
of individuals and corporations. 

4. A program to eliminate over-lapping tax- 
ing agencies, to safeguard the expenditure of 
public funds throughout the State, and to 
prevent unreasonable increase in the public 
debt, without unduly limiting the perform- 
ance by the government of necessary public 
functions, 





Employees’ Order of Discharge 


In regulations recently issued by the 
Civil Service Commission, retention pref- 
erence for use in reductions in force were 
outlined which gave veterans high pri- 
ority on the retention list. 

Divided into three general group classi- 
fications, the following is the Civil Ser- 
vice method of personnel retention in case 
of a reduction of personnel. Employees 
in C-4 will be first to be released, then C-3, 
etc. " 

Group A: All employees serving under ap- 
pointments without time limitation or who 
were transferred or promoted without break 
in service from appointments without time 
limitation to appointments with time limita- 
tion, except those in retention group C, 
(Note: A period of separation from the Fed- 
eral service for less than 30 calendar days is 
not considered as a “break in service.’’) 

A-1 plus (During one-year period after re- 
turn to duty, as required by law). 

A-1 With veteran preference unless ef- 
ficiency rating is less than “Good.” 

A-2 Without veteran preference unless ef- 
ficiency rating is less than “Good.” 

A-3 With veteran preference where ef- 
ficiency rating is less than “Good.” 

A-4 Without veteran preference where ef- 
ficiency rating is less than “Good,” 

Group B: All other employees serving under 
appointments with time limitations, such as 
war service appointments, except those in 
retention group C. 

B-1 With veteran preference unless ef- 
ficiency rating is less than “Good.” 

B-2 Without veteran preference unless ef- 
ficiency rating is less than “Good.” 

B-3 With veteran preference where ef- 
ciency rating is less than “Good.” 

B-4 Without veteran preference where ef- 
ficiency rating is less than “Good.” 

Group C: All employees serving under ap- 
pointments specifically limited to one year 
or less, all employees serving on a when- 
actually-employed (WAE) basis, all em- 
ployees retained beyond the automatic retire- 
ment age, and all annuitants appointed under 
Section 2(b) of the Civil Service Retirement 
Act, as amended. 

C-1 With veteran preference unless ef- 
ficiency rating is less than “Good.” 

C-2 Without veteran preference unless ef- 
ficiency rating is less than “Good.” 

C-3 With veteran preference were efficiency 
rating is less than “Good.” 

C-4 Without veteran preference where ef- 
ficiency rating is less than “Good.” 


CAA Pilots’ Licenses 


The Civil Aeronautics Board has ruled 
that a member of the armed forces who 
served on solo flying status for a period 
of 6 consecutive months shall be deemed 
to have met the aeronautical knowledge, 
experience and skill requirements of the 
Civil Air Regulations for the issuance 
of a pilot certificate appropriate to the 
military pilot rating held. This also ap- 
plies to members of the W.A.S.P. training 
group. 

The applicant, in order to qualify, must 
have been honorably discharged or re- 
turned to inactive status and must have 
been rated as a military pilot. 

Type, class, and horsepower ratings 
will be issued in connection with the pilot 
certificates or in connection with a pri- 
vate or commercial certificate if he pre- 
sents reliable documentary evidence 
showing that he has had within the pre- 
ceding 12 months at least 10 hours of 
flying time during which he was sole 
manipulator of the controls of aircraft 
of the type, class and horsepower for 
which a rating is sought. 


Disability Loan Deductions 


To safeguard veterans against deduc- 
tions or withholdings being levied against 
payments made to them through the Vet- 
erans’ Administration when payments on 
loans made to them are in default, Rep- 
resentative Patman, Tex., has this week 
introduced H. R. 5446. Mr. Patman is 
opposed to guaranteeing, by such deduc- 
tion or withholding, the United States 
comet loss in connection with such 
loans. 

















Military and Naval Research 


A joint Army-Navy-Civilian commit- 
tee headed by Mr. Charles BD. Wilson, 
president of the General Electric Co., has 
recommended, and the Secretaries of War 
and Navy have approved, that a Research 
Board for National Security be set up for 
the purpose of carrying forward into the 
post-war period continued research and 
development for the benefit of the Army 
and Navy. 

It is planned that by this method Na- 
tional Defense may continue to benefit 
from the work and advice of the nation’s 
leading scientists, just as they have thus 
far during the war period. In explaining 
the development to the Woodrum Post- 
war planning committee last week, Under 
Secretary of War Patterson said: 

“The report of that Committee has resulted 
in the Army and Navy planning for the crea- 
tion of a board under the organization of the 
National Academy of Sciences. The Board is 
to have Army, Navy, and civilian members. 
It is to serve the needs of the Army and 
Navy in planning and programming projects 
of research of fundamental] importance to 
the armed forces. It is to include the Chair- 
man of the National Advisory Committee of 
Aeronautics.” 

After telling of the remarkable prog- 
ress we have made in developing new 
weapons in this war, Judge Patterson 
continued : 

“The search for these improvements must 
go on day by day and week by week. But we 
must also develop new types of ordnance, 
rockets, guided missiles of all kimds, methods 
of fire control, extensions in the use of radar, 
new types of aircraft, new methods of com- 
munication and transportation, new means of 
preventing diseases and healing the sick and 
wounded, new ways of keeping our soldiers 
and sailors well fed, well clothed, well shel- 
tered; new solutions to countless problems 
that may mean the difference between our 
existence and our extinction as a nation, in 
the future. The research underlying these 
achievements must go on from month to 
month and year to year, to keep us strong 
and enable us to maintain the peace.” 

Witnesses pointed out that the present 
Office of Scientific Research and develop- 
ment has done excellent work but that it 
is a temporary organization and that 
means must be sought to set up a perma- 
nent agency. It was at the suggestion of 
Secretary of the Navy Forrestal that the 
two departments joined with the Wilson 





committee to study the problem. The only 
difference of opinion is as to whether the 
proposed committee should be set up ad- 
ministratively under the National Acade- 
my of Sciences, or whether legislation 
should be sought to establish it as a sepa- 
rate, independent agency. Temporarily, at 
least, plans are going forward to set it 
up administratively under the National 
Academy. 

Maj. Gen. Oliver P. Echols, testifying 
for the Army Air Forces, urged that, to 
be of real benefit, the results of research 
must be constantly applied in production, 
and for this reason recommended that a 
policy be established that for a period of 
five years after the present war, research 
and development for the Army Air Forces 
be continued at the present scale, and 
that, regardless of what is finally de- 
termined to be the size of the post-war 
Air Force, one fourth of its equipment 
will be newly acquired each year. General 
Echols spoke highly of the work done 
by the National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics and continued: 

“To maintain an Air Force equipped with 
obsolete equipment is false security and a 
waste of money. With the research now going 
on in connection with jet engines, rockets, 
super-sonics, electronics, and improved ex- 
plosives, we have no idea as to what the air- 
plane of the future will be like or how the 
Air Force will be equipped or operated in com- 
bat. We do know that it will be quite differ- 
ent from what it is today, and there is every 
reason to believe the changes in the next ten 
years will be much greater than the changes 
during the last ten years. * * * 

“A very large percentage of the funds ap- 
propriated for Nationa] Defense will be ap- 
propriated for the Air Force. This, together 
with the fact that aviation is, and will be for 
many years, a rapidly advancing art, will 
make it necessary for the Air Force to have 
direct representation on and direct contact 
with any agency set up to carry on research.” 

Emphasizing the need for research, 
Rear. Adm. .J,. A...Furer, USN-Ret., co- 
ordinator for research and development 
for the Navy Department, pointed out 
that the Navy’s collective research ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year 1943 were 
roughly forty times as great as for the 
fiscal year 1938 and that this did not in- 
clude large expenditures for its problems 
by the Office of Scientific Research and 
Development.

U. S. War Round Up 
WAR REVIEW 
By the Secretary of War 

The Allied armies have made very substan- 
tial gains in the south and center of the 500- 
mile-long line. Having penetrated the Vos- 
ges Mountains, they are reaching the Rhine 
River in the south. They are closing in on 
Saarbrucken and the industrial valley of the 
Saar in the center. 

But in the north the Nazis are still invest- 
ing troops and tanks in a last-ditch defense 
of the plains which front Cologne and the 
Ruhr Valley. 

Nevertheless, American troops of the Ninth 
and First Armies and their comrades in the 
British Second Army have made the enemy 
yield slowly. We have driven a series of 
wedges into stout defenses, gradually 
broadening the area of advance. 

British troops in Holland near the German 
border are now mopping up the last small 
pockets of Germans west of the Maas River 
and north of the town of Venlo. The defenses 
of Venlo are closely hemmed in. 

About 25 miles to the southeast, Ninth 
Army troops have captured a number of Ger- 
man villages in the neighborhood of Julich 
and have reached the Roer River, a stream 100 
yards wide, which is another of the many 
obstacles in the path of swift advance. A 
bridge over the Inde River at Altdorf was 
captured intact. 

Troops of the American First Army have 
also captured a number of German towns in 
the area betw2en Aachen and Duren. The 
taking of Hurtgen village after prolonged 
house-to-house fighting is symbolic of the 
achievement of the troops iu this region. For 
Hurtgen fell only after American soldiers 
had driven the tenacious defenders from every 
shattered house, each used as a strongpoint 
from which no German budged unless he was 
blasted out. Our siege lines are now closing 
Upon the road and railway center of Duren. 

On the Third Army front, our troops at the 
north end of the German Saar Valley have 
edged deeper into Germany, closing upon the 
town of Merzig on the Saar River. From west 
and south, our men are advancing upon the 
important industrial city of Saarbrucken. 

The left flank of the American Seventh 
Army is also pressing northward at the side 
of the Third. Under pressure in this hilly 
country in the neighborhood of Haguenau, the 
enemy has been falling back. The Moder 
River has been crossed.

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Army who made a lightning advance through 
the Saverne Pass in the Vosges Mountains 
took the historic city of Strasbourg on the 
Rhine, although the Germans still cling to the 
approaches to the bridges there. Other Amer- 
ican troops breached the enemy defenses in 
the Saales Pass and streamed into the Rhine 
Valley at this point. The veteran Third Di- 
vision is now south of Molsheim, and its com- 
panion Division, the 36th, is negotiating the 
Santa Marie Pass to the south. 

The First French Army drove back the 
enemy north and northeast of Belfort and 
moved west from the Mulhouse area to pinch 
off a German salient. 

Since its landing in southern France on the 
15th of August, the Sixth Army Group has 
taken 126,668 prisoners. The American First 
Army has captured 206,860 prisoners since D- 
Day on 6 June. The American Third Army 
has taken 126,300 prisoners and the Ninth 
Army over 55,000. Prisoners taken by the 
British and Canadian Armies boost the total 
figure toward the three-fourths of a million 
mark, 

In Italy, conditions of the previous week 
are largely repeated. There has been heavy 
rain which on one day limited our aerial 
action to less than 100 sorties. It takes 
atrocious weather to keep all types of planes 
on the ground. 

In activity at the eastern end of the line, 
British troops have made advance against 
stiff opposition on both sides of the town of 
Faenza, which is on the cross-country high- 
way to Bologna just north of the mountains. 
As an example of the weather situation, the 
Lamone River at Faenza rose and widened 
50 feet in 48 hours. 

American troops of the Fifth Army in posi- 
tions in the ridges below Bologna have 
repulsed a number of strong enemy raids. 
The Fifth Army has taken more than 60,000 
prisoners since the Salerno landings on 9 
Sept., of last year. \ 

The weather has been noted as a factor, too, 
in slowing some of the Russian activities on 
the eastern front, where snow in the moun- 
tains north of Budapest has been a hindrance. 
The Russians have now wiped out the Ger- 
man garrison on Oesel Island at the entrance 
to the Gulf of Riga. Soviet advances have 
been made in the hills of Czechoslovakia. In 
Hungary, the Russians have captured the rail- 
way junctions of Humenne and Hatban. 

In the Pacific war, Japanese ground forees 
in the Ormoc corridor of western Leyte have 
been further compressed. Our veteran 32nd 
Division eliminated enemy resistance at the 
village of Limon and pushed southward. Our 
heavy artillery, some of it firing from high 
mountain ridges to which it was moved by 
engineering feats, has contributed to the 
casualties of the enemy and the destruction 
of his supplies. 

Four more convoys bearing troops have 
been destroyed at sufficient distance from 
shore to make sure that it was a thorough 
job. In six convoys caught by our planes, 26 
transports and 17 warships have been sunk 
and 21,000 enemy troops drowned or killed. 
Other freighter transports have been sunk or 
left blazing with remarkable regularity. Our 
planes have kept bombing Japanese air bases 
and diminishing Japanese air strength in 
the Islands of Mindanao, Cebu and Negros. 
At the same time, Navy carrier planes have 
taken heavy toll of Japanese shipping and 
airplanes around Luzon. 

Within Burma, British troops in _ the 
Chindwin area have advanced close to the 
river port of Kalewa on the Chindwin River. 
Across the river a good road connects with 
the Burma railway system. Chinese troops 





from north Burma have surrounded the im- 
portant town of Bhamo and have won a posi- 
tion inside the town. British troops at Pinwe 
overcame a Japanese attack and are making 
headway southward on the railway route. 
Chinese troops in the Bhamo area are, not 
far separated from Chinese Y Forces from 
Yunnan Province of China which have now 
pushed down the Burma Road to a point near 
Chefang. 

The advance of the Japanese in the south 
of China has been previously pointed out and 
its possibilities acknowledged. The United 
States 14th Air Force, which has been doing 
daily injury to Japanese ground forces and 
Japan's shipping, has had to evacuate another 
advance base at Nanning. 

Total United States Army casualties as re- 
ported through 15 November 1044, are: 89,840 
killed, 258,106 wounded, 57,514 missing and 
55,598 prisoners—a total of 461,058. Of the 
wounded, 124,533 have returned to duty.

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NAVAL REVIEW 
By the Secretary of the Navy 

The following is a rough log of the 
activities of the Third Fleet, emphasizing 
the immense range and staying power of 
our Navy. 

The Third Fleet, consisting of more 
than a hundred fighting ships in addition 
to supply ships, sortied from its advance 
base on 28 Aug. The Fleet included the 
fast carrier task force commanded by 
Admiral Mitscher. 

Two days later the Third Fleet began 
its first combat operation, attacking the

Islands. This operation continued from 
30 Aug. to 1 Sept. 

Four days later, on 5 Sept. the Third 
Fleet attacked Palau, Yap, and UlithL 
This attack continued until 7 Sept. On 
8 and 9 Sept. the Third Fleet attacked 
the Mindanao area of the Philippines. On 
9 Sept. elements of the Third Fleet began 
support of the invasion of Peleliu and 
Angaur. This support operation con- 
tinued for six days, until 15 Sept. Mean- 
while, on 11-13 Sept. other elements of 
the Third Fleet attacked the Central 
Philippines. On 14-15 Sept. a group from 
the Third Fleet supported the landings 
on Morotai. Four days later, on 20 Sept. 
planes from the Third Fleet attacked 
Luzon. This attack continued on 21 Sept. 
On 23 Sept. the attack was shifted to the 
central Philippines. 

Thus, in a period of slightly more than 
three weeks—from 30 Aug. to 23 Sept.— 
the Third Fleet engaged in eight combat

actions. The longest elapsed time between 
any of its battles was four days. Its 
strikes had ranged from the Bonins in the 
north to Morotai in the south, a span of 

1,650 miles. 

On 9 Oct. the Third Fleet went back 
into action, attacking the Ryukyu Is- 
lands. From the 11th to the 13th the at- 
tack was centered on Formosa. On 14 
Oct. planes of the Third Fleet attacked 
Luzon. 

On 16 Oct. the attack on Luzon was re- 
sumed, and was continued on the follow- 
ing two days. On 19 Oct. elements of the 
Third Fleet supported the landing on 
Leyte. On 20 Oct. other elements of the 
Third Fleet attacked the central Philip- 
pines. 

On 23 Oet. began the Second Battle of 
the Philippine Sea. The Third Fleet en- 
tered this major and decisive battle after 
having been at sea for almost two months, 
and after already engaging in sixteen 
major combat operations. 

Almost before the Second Battle of the 
Philippine Sea had ended, the Third 
Fleet, supporting General MacArthur’s 
operations on Leyte, undertook on 27-29 
Oct. to attack Samer and the Manila Bay 
area. 

Admiral Mitscher, on 29 Oct. turned 
over command of the fast carrier task 
force of the Third Fleet to Admiral Mc- 
Cain. 

Since Admiral Mitscher left the Third 
Fleet, its operations have continued with 


. the same regularity. Carrier planes from 


the Third Fleet attacked the Manila Bay 
area on 4-5 Nov. and on 10 Nov. carrier 


planes destroyed an enemy convoy in - 


Ormoc Bay, and on the same day surface 
ships bombarded Iwo Jima in the Bonins. 
In further support of General MacAr- 
thur’s operations, carrier planes of the 
Third Fleet have attacked the Manila Bay 
area on 12-13 Nov., 18 Nov. and 24 Nov. 
NAVY DEPARTMENT 

No. 556, 25 Nov.—Pacific and Far Bast: U. S. 
submarines have reported the sinking of 27 
vessels, including two combatant vessels, as a 
result of operations against the enemy in 
these waters, as follows: 1 Destroyer, 1 Con- 
verted Gunboat, 1 large Transport, 1 large 
Tanker, 1 large Cargo Transport, 2 medium 
Tankers, 2 medium Cargo Transports, 11 me- 
dium Cargo Vessels, 1 small Tanker, and 6 
small Cargo Vessels. 

A Netherlands submarine, while operating 
under U. S. control, has sunk 4,500 tons of 
enemy shipping in Netherlands East Indian 
waters. This submarine was built in Esg- 
land, 

TWENTIETH AIF FORCE 

No. 23, 22 Nov.—Two B-29 aircraft were 
lost to enemy fighter plane opposition in the 
Twentieth Bomber Command mission of 21 
Nov. to Omura, Japan, and one other aircraft 
is unreported under circumstances which lead 
to the presumption that it is lost. Our re- 
turning planes now report that they de- 
stroyed 20 Japanese fighter planes, with 19 
probably destroyed and 22 others damaged. 

No, 24, 24 Nov.—A large task force of B-29 
aircraft today attacked strategic industrial 
targets in the city of Tokyo. Substantial 
bomb tonnages were dropped upon the Musa- 
shina airplane plant located in the northwest 
section of the city, and on other selected tar- 
gets in the industrial area. Musashina is op- 
erated by the Nakajima Company which, 
with Mitsubishi, is a principal supplier of 
Japanese military aircraft. 

No, 25, 27 Nov.—The Twentieth Air Force 
today conducted daylight precision bombing 
attacks with B-29 aircraft upon strategic in- 
dustrial objectives in two widely separated 
areas of Japanese strength. 

Maj. Gen. Curtis E. LeMay’s Twentieth 
Bomber Command mounted an attack in sub- 
stantial force upon the railroad marshalling 
yards and repair facilities at Bangkok, in 
Japanese-oecupied Thailand, and returned to 
India bases without combat losses. 

Simultaneously, General Hansell’s Twenty- 
first Bomber Command dispatched a sizable 
task force of B-29 aircraft against Tokyo for 
the second time in four days.. This attack 
was conducted from bases on Saipan. 

CINCPAC 

No. 186, 21 Nov.—Army and Marine Infan- 
try units in the Marianas and Palaus con- 
tinued to clear captured islands of remnants 
of Japanese garrisons. Total enemy casual- 
ties given below are through November 13 
(West Longitude date): Saipan, killed, 26,277; 
captured, 2,068; Guam, killed, 17,238; cap- 
aured, 463; Tinian, killed, 6,893; captured, 
816, and Angaur and Peleliu, killed, 12,980; 
captured, 420. ‘ 

No. 187, 22 Nov.—Further reports of the 
air strikes in and around Manila on 18 Nov., 
reveal the following total damage to shipping 
and installations by planes of the Third 
Fleet: One medium cargo ship and one small 
coastal cargo ship set afire in Subic Bay; two 
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medium cargo ships burning and one small 
coastal cargo ship sunk near San Fernando; 
one cargo ship burned and another burning 
in Manila Bay: an oiler in flames and one me- 
dium cargo ship and two other oilers hit in 
Manila Bay; five luggers burning off Batan- 
gas and another sunk at Laoag; locomotive 
destroyed at Lucena; our planes strafed a 
heavy cruiser which appeared to be beached 
or in shallow water near Santa Cruz; ten 
fires were started in fuel dumps at San Fer- 
nando, Del Carmen Field and Clark Field 
while buildings and other installations were 
destroyed at West Lipa, Nichols, Malvar and 
Del Carmen Fields. 

No. 188, 23 Nov.—Matsuwa in Kuriles was 
bombarded by a Naval task force on 21 Nov. 
Large fires and explosions were observed. 
Enemy guns did not reply. None of our ships 
was damaged, 

No. 189, 25 Nov.—Seventh Army Air Force 
planes bombed shipping and dock installa- 
tions at Chichi Jima and Haha Jima in the 
Bonins on 22 Nov. Hits were scored on dock- 
ing facilities on Haha Jima. On 24 Nov. Chi- 
chi Jima was again struck by Seventh Air 
Force planes. 

No. 190, 26 Nov.—Carrier based planes of 
the Third Fleet on 24 Nov. attacked- shipping 
and airfields in and around Luzon in the 
Philippines. Incomplete preliminary reports 
indicate the following damage done to enemy 
forces: 

Sunk: One heavy cruiser of the Kumano 
class, previously reported damaged, near 
Santa Cruz. (Communique No, 187); one de- 
stroyer, four ships tentatively identified as 
small fast transports, at Marinduque, nine 
cargo ships, and one small oiler, and two lug- 
gers. 

Damaged: Four cargo ships, one oiler, 

Our planes shot 29 enemy aircraft out of 
the air and ships antiaircraft fire accounted 
for eight more and an additional 35 were de- 
stroyed on the ground. 

No, 191, 27 Nov.—Revised estimates of 
damage done by carrier-based aircraft of the 
Third Fleet in strikes on enemy shipping 
around Luzon in the Philippines on 24 Nov., 
are as follows: 

(This is primarily a revision as to types 
rather than an appreciable increase in number 
of ships sunk. The number of ships damaged 
is increased.) : 

Sunk: One heavy cruiser at Santa Cruz, on 
the West coast of Luzon. (Communique No. 
190); one destroyer at Santa Cruz, two old 
destroyers at Marinduque Island, three me- 
dium landing ships, 10 miles west of Santa 
Cruz, one destroyer escort 10 miles west of 
Santa Cruz, one cargo ship north of San Fer- 
nando, one small cargo ship of Subic Bay, 
four oilers near Lubang Islands, four small 
coastal cargo ships at Banton Island, two lug- 
gers west of Bataan. 

Damaged: Two cargo ships, hit in pre- 
vious raids, near San Fernando, torpedoed, 
beached and wrecked; one cargo ship, pre- 
viously damaged, bombed and set ablaze, 30 
miles south of San Fernando; three landing 
craft beached near Santa Cruz; two medium 
cargo ships bombed and believed sunk off 
Hermana Major Island, one small oiler 
bombed and wrecked on beach near Del 
Monte, northwest Mindoro; two destroy- 
ers or small transports, bombed at Mar- 
induque; one oiler, three large cargo ships, 
two medium cargo ships, one small coastal 
cargo ship and one small cargo ship, hit in 
Manila harbor; three luggers hit near the 
South shore entrance to Manila Bay; six lug- 
gers hit on West coast of Bataan. 

A total of 58 enemy planes were shot down 
by our fighters and ships’ antiaircraft fire 
and 29 more were destroyed on the ground 
with probable damage to an additional 32 on 
the ground. , 

HQ. ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY FORCE 

No. 227, 21 Nov.—Allied forces have made 
good progress west of Venlo over heavily 
mined ground against light opposition, 
North of Meijel we have reached the vicinity 
of Helenaveen and the Canal de Helena. 

No, 228, 22 Nov.—Allied forces, after free- 
ing Helenaveen, have pushed four miles east 
of the town. 

To the southeast the advance continued in

Obituaries 


Maj. Gen. Campbell B. Hodges, USA- 
Ret., former commandant of cadets at the 
United States Military Academy, died 2 
Nov. at Lagarde Géneral Hospital, New 
Orleans, La., at the age of 63. 

Commandant of cadets at West Point 
from 1926 to 1929, General Hodges be- 
came president of Louisiana University in 
July, 1941.

High Rank Bills

European commander, and General 
Forces; General Dwight D. Bisenhower, 
Douglas MacArthur, Southwest Pacific 

commander. 

None of the officers would rank the 
General of the Armies of the United 

tates, General John J. Pershing, it was 
stated. In fact, a section of the bill, not 
appearing in any previous rank legisla- 
tion pending in Congress, states: 

“Nothing in this Act shall affect the 
provisions of the Act of 3 Sept., 1919, or 
any other law relating to the office of Gen- 
eral of the Armies of the United States.” 

It is understood that the new bill, H. 
R. 5540, will be reported promptly by the 
House Military Affairs Committee, and 
that a legislative right of way will be 
given without delay by the Rules Com- 
mittee, especially in view of the recent 
statement by the President that he fa- 
vors enactment of such legislation. 

Although a number of members of the 
House Military Committee are now in 
Europe, they have left their proxies with 
Chairman May, and indeed, had already 
agreed to offer an amendment to S. 2019 
to cover the Army when that measure 
came to the floor. 

S. 2019, authorizing appointment of 
two Fleet Admirals—supposedly Admir- 
als Leahy and King—was passed by the 
Senate on 21 June. An attempt to bring 
the bill up in the House on 23 June 
was blocked. After President Roosevelt 
stated that he was in favor of the “super” 
ranks for the Army and Navy, it was an- 
nounced (ARMY AND Navy JourNAL, 18 
Nov.) that the bill would be brought up 
in a couple of weeks by unanimous con- 
sent. This plan was abandoned and 
Chairmen May and Vinson went to the 
Rules Committee 28 Nov. to obtain a spe- 
cial order of business for the bill. 

Mr. Vinson told the committee that 
aside from providing equality of rank 
with officers of other navies, the bill was 
justified because of the size of the U. S 
Navy. Although the bill called for only 
two Fleet Admirals, Mr. Vinson told the 
committee that he thought there should 
be four officers in the “super” grade. 

The situation of the Army is com- 
parable, Mr. Vinson continued, stating 
that he would like to have the rule for 
consideration so phrased that the bill 
could be amended on the House floor to 
include the Army. This request was sec- 
onded by Mr. May, who stated that the 
rank of General of the Army, one rank 
below that of General of the Armies of 
the United States, might well be con- 
ferred on Generals Marshall, Arnold, 
Eisenhower and MacArthur. 

The Ryples Committee declared that it 
would prefer a separate bill, embodying 
the suggestions of the two chairmen. 

H. R. 5540, in addition to including the 
Army and increasing the number of Fleet 
Admirals from two to four, makes one 
other important change in S. 2019. in that 
the bill would be permanent legislation. 
S. 2019 would have been “effective only 
until six months after the termination of 
the wars in which the United States is 
now engaged.” H. R. 5540 contains no 
such phrase. It does state that appoint- 
ments under the act shall “continue in 
force during such period as the Presi- 
dent shall determine.” 

The eight appointees would rank with 
each other according to dates of appoint- 
ment. Thus, if the bill becomes law, the 
President probably would name as the 
three senior officers Admiral Leahy, 
General Marshall and Admiral King, and 
give the other five officers later dates of 
rank. 

The text of H. R. 5540 follows: 

Be it enacted, ete., That the grade of Fleet 
Admiral of the United States Navy is hereby 
established on the active list of the line of 
the Regular Navy as the highest grade in the 
Navy. Appointments to said grade shall be 
made by the President, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, from among 
line officers on the active list and retired line 
officers on active duty serving in the rank 
of admiral in the Navy at the time of such 
appointment. The number of officers of such 
grade on the active list at any one time shall 
not exceed four. 

Sec. 2. The grade of General of the Army 
is hereby established. Appointments to said 
grade shall be made by the President, by and 








with the advice and consent of the Senate 
from officers of the Army who, at the tim 
of such appointment, are serving in the grag 
of general officer in the Army. The number! 





of officers holding the grade of Genera] , 
the Army on active duty shall not exceed fonr, 
The officers appointed under the provisions 
of this section shal] take rank above al! other 
officers on the active list of or on active duty 
in the Army and shall be entitled to all rights 
privileges, benefits, pay, and allowances pro. 
vided by this Act, nothwithstanding any pro. 
visions of the Act of 23 February 1929 (4 
Stat. 1255), or any other law. 


Sec. 3. Appointments under authority of 
this Act shall be made without examinatio 
and shall continue in force during such periog 
as the President shall determine. The 
permanent or temporary status of officers of 
the active list of the Navy or of the Army ap. 
pointed to a higher grade pursuant to sectiop 
1 or section 2 hereof shall not be vacate 
solely by reason of such appointment, nor 
shall such appointees be prejudiced in regard 
to promotion, in accordance with the law 
relating to the Navy or the Army. An officer 
appointed from the retired list to the grade 
of Fleet Admiral of the United States Navy o 
the active list or General of the Army as pro. 
vided herein shall, upon the termination of 
such appointment, revert to the status held 
by him prior @ such appointment, except as 
otherwise provided herein. 

Sec. 4. Appointees under this Act shall, 
while on active duty, receive the same pay and 
allowances as a rear admiral of the upper 
half, plus a personal money allowance of $5, 


000 per annum. 


Sec. 5. In the discretion of the President, 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, each officer who shall have served in 
the grade or rank of Fleet Admiral or Gen- 
eral of the Army by virtue of an appoint- 
ment under the provisions of this Act shall, 
upon retirement or reversion to the retired 
list, as the case may be, have on the retired 
list the highest grade or rank held by him 
on the active list or on active duty: Provided, 
That each such officer shall be entitled to 
retired pay equal to 75 per centum of the 
active-duty pay provided herein for an of- 
ficer appointed pursuant to the provisions 
of this Act: Provided further, That no officer 
of the naval or military service on the active 
or retired list shall be appointed or advanced 
to the grade or rank of Fleet Admiral or Gen- 
eral of the Army except as provided in this 
Act. 

Sec. 6. The officers appointed under the 
provisions of this Act shall take rank among 
themselves while on active duty according 
to dates of appointment. 

Sec. 7. Nothing in this Act shall affect the 
provisions of the Act of 3 September 1919 (41 
Stat. 283; 10 U. S. C. 671a), or any other law 
relating to the office of General of the Armies 
of the United States.

The National War Labor Board an- 
nounced 25 Nov. a decision on the sec- 
ondary wage demands made by the CIO 
United Steel Workers’ Union, leaving 
the issue of a 17 cent-an-hour in- 
erease still to be settled by President 
Roosevelt. The board granted wage in- 
creases im the form of additional vaca- 
tions and holidays and higher pay for 
night work. Eighty-six basic steel com- 
panies, parties to the dispute, were di- 
rected to negotiate on dismissal pay. 

The concessions, William H. Davis, 
WLB chairman, said, will constitute an 
average hourly wage benefit to the 400,- 
000 steel workers affected of over five 
cents an hour. The order governing night 
shift pay increases is retroactive and in- 
volves a considerable amount of back 
wages. 

It is probable that the House Ways 
and Means Committee will vote to freeze 
the Social Security tax which is sched- 
uled to double autematically on 1 Jan. 
Representatives of industrial groups have 
asked for the freeze, contending that the 
security reserve fund is now ample. 
Prompt veto of the freeze measure by the 
President if Congress passes it is looked 
for in some quarters. 

Nominations were sent to the Senate 
21 Nov. for 12 persons to be members of 
the Advisory Board, Office of War Mobil- 
ization and Reeenversion. Nominated as 
public members were O. Max Gardner, N. 
C.; William H. Davis, N. Y., and Anna M. 
Rosenberg, N. Y¥Y. Labor members: Wil- 
liam Green, Ohio; Phillip Murray, Pa., 
and T. C. Cashen, N. Y. Agriculture mem- 
bers: Edward A. O'Neil, Ala.; James G. 
Patton, Colo., and Albert 8. Goss, Wash. 
Industry members: Eric A. Johnston, 
Wash.; George H. Mead, Ohio, and Na- 
thaniel Dyke, jr., Ark. These nominations 
were confirmed by the Senate 28 Nov. 

Nominated to be members of the Sur- 
plus Property Board were Robert A. Hur- 
ley, Conn., and Lt. Col. Edward Heller, 
Colo. It is expected that Guy Gillette, 
Iowa, will be named as the third member 
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when his present term in the Senate ex- 
ires. 

s It has been reported that Leo T. Crow- 
ley, director of the Foreign Economic Ad- 
ministration, has submitted his resigna- 
tion but has been persuaded by‘the Presi- 
dent to remain in his post until the de- 
feat of Germany. No official confirmation 
has been obtainable, but it is understood 
that President Roosevelt has informed 
Mr. Crowley that his services are indis- 
pensable. 

Chairman J. A. Krug of the War Pro- 
duction Board announced 22 Nov. that 
the Aircraft Production board now has 
as members Lt. Gen. William 8S. Knudsen, 
Maj. Gen. Oliver P. Echols, Rear Adm. 
Lawrence B. Richardson, T. P. Wright 
and Myron A. Tracy. The announcement 
stated that Admiral Richardson has re- 
placed Rear Adm. Ernest M. Pace. 

The bill extending the Second War 
Powers Act to 31 Dec. 1945 was reported 
28 Nov. by the House Judiciary ‘Commit- 
tee. The present act expires 31 Dec. 1944. 
The committee has proposed an amend- 
ment which gives the district courts of 
the United States exclusive jurisdiction 
to enjoin or set aside orders suspending 
priority or allocation, or denying a stay 
of any such suspension that may have 
been issued. The purpose of this amend- 
ment is to assure holders of priorities or 
allocations the right to invoke the aid 
of the district court. 





Discharge Regulation Issued 


AR 615-363, issued 10 Nov., concerns re- 
lease from active duty of enlisted men. 
The first section covers release to Reserve 
components and the second, discharge 
from inactive status in Reserve compon- 
ents. 

The new regulation supersedes Sec. 
XITI, AR 615-360, 25 May, 1944, and para- 
graphs 2, 4 and 5 of War Department 
Circular No. 117, 1944. 
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Merchant Marine 


The House Merchant Marine Commit- 
tee unanimously recommended to Con- 
gress 27 Nov. that U. S. steamship com- 
panies be given the right to participate 
in overseas air traffic. “All the other great 
maritime powers have already cleared the 
way for combined ship-air operations by 
their merchant fleets,” the committee 
said. 

The committee stated : “The Civil Aero- 
nautics Board has unwittingly fallen in- 
to the grievous error of regarding itself 
as the godfather for the airlines rather 
than the impartial judge between all 
classes of applicants for certificates.” 

The committee report said these steam- 
ship lines have applied for air service cer- 
tificates: Atlantic, Gulf and West Indies, 
Inc., American President Lines, Ltd., 
Grace Lines, Inc., Matson Navigation Co., 
Moore-McCormack Lines, Inc., Seas Ship- 
ping Co., United Fruit Co., and Waterman 
Steamship Corp. 


Allied Maritime Meet 

The United Maritime Executive Board, 
created to coordinate United Nations 
shipping during the period between the 
termination of hostilities with Germany 
and the defeat of Japan, held its first 
meeting in Washington 20 Nov. and end- 
ing on 27 Nov. The Boards chairman is 
Vice Adm. E. 8S. Land, USN-Ret., War 
Shipping Administrator. 

The nations participating in the meet- 
ing were the United States, United King- 
dom, Belgium, Canada, Greece, Nether- 
lands. Norway and Poland. 

The Planning Committee report of the 
session, adopted by the Board was based 
upon the establishment of two branches, 
one in London and one in Washington. 

Arrangements were also made at the 
meeting for a further meeting early in 
1945 in London and a full meeting of the 
Council shortly after the cessation of hos- 
tilities with Germany, at which will be 
represented all nations then comprising 
the group. 


Merchant Marine Commended 

Admiral Chester W. Pg ee" USN, 
Commander in Chief, U. S. Pacific Fleet 
and Pacific Ocean Areas, has written a 
letter commending the Merchant Marine 
for the job done in supply, to Vice Adm. 
E. 8S. Land, War Shipping Administrator. 

“Never before has any comparable 
fighting force been supplied with such ma- 
terials of offensive warfare over such 
ocean distances as those now being trans- 
ported to the Fleet by the commercial 
ships operating under your jurisdiction,” 
the letter stated to Admiral Land. . 

Admiral Nimitz paid particular tribute 
to commercial tankers engaged in trans- 
porting fuels to the Fleet, saying: “Our 
requirements were numbered in millions 
of barrels to be transported thousands of 
miles to the scene of Fleet operations.” 
Admiral Nimitz pointed out in the letter 
that success depended in keeping the 
Fleet properly fueled and not once did the 
commercial vessels fail. 


Name Vessels After Heroic Seamen 

One hundred merchant seamen who 
lost their lives as a result of direct enemy 
action will be honored by having their 
names carried on Liberty ships, the Mari- 
time Commission announced 1 Dec. The 
names are to be assigned to the last 100 
vessels to be constructed in the Liberty 
construction program. 
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Battle Report Published 

The publication of Battle Repo 
Pearl Harbor to Ooral Sea (By Con 
mander Walter Karig, USNR, and Lie 
tenant Welbourn Kelley, USNR, Farrg 
& Rinehart, New York—562_ pp.—$3.50) 
is something of a milestone in relatiog 
between the Navy of the United State, 
and the people of the United States. as 
the publishers point out, Battle Lepor 
“will mark the first time that American 
will be able to read in book form the 
full and frank story of naval action 
while a war is in progress. This is not 
merely a publishing ‘first’—it is a ‘first’ 
in American history.” 

It is indeed something of a monumental 
work. Five hundred-odd pages cover 
the Naval war in the Pacific from the first 
bomb dropped at Pearl Harbor through 
the conclusion of the Battle of the Coral 
Sea. Included are the tragic first Philip 
pine campaign, the five Battles of the 
Java Sea Campaign—Macassar Straits 
Bali, Madoera, Badoeng, Battle of the 
Java Sea, and the climactic thrust of 
the Japanese southeastward into the 
Coral Sea in what was to prove the high- 
water mark of their expansion. 

It is important that we remember 
those days now—and in the future. Here 
the scattered fragments of the story are 
gathered together and _ recorded—re 
corded not as the final judgment of his. 
tory, but as the title suggests, as a report, 
a contemporary account of what hap 
pened. The two authors, both of them 
professional writers presently attached 
to the Navy’s Office of Public Relations, 
have drawn on a wide variety of sources 
for their facts. Not only the official files 
of our Navy but also those of our Allies, 
besides scores of interviews with eye 
witnesses, have been used to give a clear 
and accurate picture of what happened. 
While the result is in no sense of the 
word an Official statement or are the con- 
clusions official ones, the use of this ma- 
terial unquestionably gives the book the 
wealth of authentic detail which other- 
wise would be lacking. 

That the Navy has permitted the pub- 
lication of Battle Report at this time isa 
tremendously heartening development. 
The American people deserve to know 
every releasable fact about what their 
fighting men are doing. The Navy, in 
turn, deserves to have its exploits in this 
war known to all its countrymen. This 
is proving to be a long and complicated 
war. Subsequent victories are already 
tending to overshadow the memory of 
those first bitter days when the going 
was tough and the news told only of an 
alteration of retreats and hopeless stands 
against odds. In the approaching post- 
war period which lies somewhere aliead 
of us, it will be of the utmost importance, 
not to the Navy alone but to the nation 
as a whole, that every American under- 
stands exactly the part our forces :ifloat 
played in giving the chance for a secure 
and happy life. Battle Report should do 
much to increase that understanding and 
the Naval authorities responsible for its 
release are to be congratulated. 

Battle Report is to be followed by sub- 
sequent volumes covering other aspects 
of the American war at sea. They will be 
‘welcome when.they come. It is to be 
hoped, however, that some way will be 
found to publish the story of the U. S$. 
Navy in this war in a less expensive for- 
mat. The tremendous success of the va- 
rious twenty-five-cent publications, plus 
the extremely popular series of inexpen- 
sive reports on the various campaigns of 
the Royal Navy, produced by the British 
Ministry of Information, are alike evi- 
dence that there is need for reaching the 
man who lies outside the normal circula- 
tion of $3.50 books.

pez, 2 railway viaduct at Nielefield and other 
targets in northwest Germany were attacked 
funday by more than 1,100 Flying Fortresses 
gnd Liberators. 

27 Nov.—Railway marshaling yards at Of- 
fenberg, ten miles southeast of Strasbourg, 
and Bingen, about fifteen miles west of Mainz, 
were attacked today by approximately 500 
B-17 Flying Fortresses and B-24 Liberators 
of the United States Eighth Air Force. 


GEN. MacARTHUR’S HQ. ON LEYTE 

22 Nov.—Leyte: In the Tenth Corps sector 
mits of the Thirty-second Division are main- 
taining. unrelenting pressure on the enemy 
bastion at Limon. The rugged terrain of the 
mountain pass, ideally suited for defense, 
compels time-consuming, piecemeal destruc- 
tion of enemy pillboxes, entrenchments and 
pockets of resistance in order to minimize our 
losses. 

#3 Nov.—Leyte: In the Tenth Corps sector, 
mits of the Thirty-second Division are con- 
tinuing pressure on the Limon bastion, the 
north anchor of the Yamashita Line, where 
the enemy has apparently elected to make his 
principal stand in defense of the Ormoc cor- 
ridor. He has drawn heavily on his immediate 
reserves to bolster this line of resistance. 

24 Nov.—His First Division has been prac- 
tically destroyed. He had attempted to 
mount a large-scale counter-offensive and 
failed. He has been compelled by our aggres- 
sive tactics to piecemeal and ineffectual com- 
mitment of his forces. Attrition through 
purely local fighting threw him on the de- 
fensive. 

23 Nov.—An enemy convoy, consisting of 
three transports and a destroyer escort, bear- 
ing reinforcements was sighted by our recon- 
naissance off the southeast coast of Masbate. 
Our locally based fighters, in mast-height and 
dive-bombing attacks followed by strafing 
destroyed the enemy. The transports were 
of 11,000, 6,000 and 2,000 tons. Two were sunk 
and a third set on fire and beached. 

26 Nov.—Our fighters at dusk caught an 
enemy convoy of four transports off the north 
tip of Cebu, heading for Leyte, heavily loaded 
with troops and supplies. In mast-height 
bombing and*“strafiing attacks our planes 
sank three of the vessels and left the fourth 
blazing from stem to stern. All cargo and an 
estimated 2,000 enemy troops were lost. 

27 Nov.—Mindanao: Our heavy units at- 
tacked Matina airdrome near Davao, effec- 
tively covered runways and revetments and 
probably destroyed two grounded planes. 

28 Nov.—Leyte: The continuing rains have 
brought ground operations to a practical 
standstill. Air activity was minor. Four en- 
emy planes were shot down. 

29 Nov.—Leyte: Drenching rains continue. 
There were no significant ground develop- 
ments in the battle zone. Our naval units 
operating in the Camotes Sea bombarded po- 
sitions at Ormoc. 

14TH AIR FORCE 

22 Nov.—South China Sea—The Kowloon 
docks at Hong Kong, installations at Samah 
Bay, an airdrome on Hainan Island and Fort 
Bayard on Luichow Peninsula were bombed 
by B-24’s of the Fourteenth Army Air Force 
the night of 19 Nov. 

23 Nov.—Central China Area—P-51s of the 
United States Fourteenth Air Force in mis- 
sions against the Kiukiaug-Huko area on the 
Yangtze River ‘hit three enemy freighters. 
One probably was sunk and two heavily 
damaged. 

24 Nov.—Salween River Front—In support 
of Chinese ground forces, fourteen missions 
of fighters bombed Wanting village and other 
targets in the Wanting area. They attacked 
Japanese positioas and installations upon re- 
ceiving Chinese ground signals. 

25 Nov.—F rench Indo-China—B-24’s bombed 
and shelled a large refueling station north- 
east of Haiphong. They also hit a freighter 
hear by. 

27. Nov.—Thailand—The Kenghlung ,rail- 
Toad bridge in north Thailand was bombed 
by P-38’s, 

28 Nov.—South China Area—B-24’s of the 
United States Fourteenth Air Force on 24 
Nov. sank two freighters in the Fort Bay- 
ard area of Liuchow Peninsula, bombed the 
Kowloon docks at Hong Kong and smashed 
the Gialam railroad yards at Hanoi in French 
Indo-China. 


Points to Navy’s Growth 

In a report to the Nation at the State 
Armory in Minneapolis, Minn., 18 Nov. 
opening the 6th War Bond Drive, Sec- 
Tetary of the Navy James Forrestal 
made a report to the nation on the cost 
and achievements of the world’s largest 
and most powerful Navy, which to date 
has cost $69,000,000,000. 

Since 1 July 1940, the Secretary said 
that Congress has authorized the Navy 
to spend $118,000,000,000. Of this total, 

billion remains unused and available 
tor future needs of the Navy,” he said. 
‘Since 1 July 1940, we have added 71,- 
000 vessels of all types to the fleet, with 
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4 total displacement of nearly 10,300,000 
tons. At the end of the last month the 








Navy had or hand five and one-half times 
the tonnage of all types that was on hand 
on 1 July 1940,” the Secretary stated. 

The Secretary said that the Navy has 
inducted, fed, clothed, housed and trained 
8,600,000 officers and men since 1 July 
1940, The Navy, he continued, has built, 
armed, fueled and launched 62,000 planes 
and constructed 300 advanced bases com- 
pletely equipped. 

We have convoyed in the Atlantic and 
Pacific, troops and supplies aggregating 
61,000 vessels. “The Navy,” he said, “has 
landed 1,200,000 troops and supplies on 
enemy beaches during the war.” 

Reporting on the destruction done the 
enemy by our Naval Forces, the Navy 
Secretary said that we have sunk 1,400 
enemy vessels. He said we have shot down 
or destroyed on the ground 10,000 enemy 
planes. Concluding the Naval accom- 
plishments, Secretary Forrestal said that 
the Navy has cleared the Japanese from 
a Pacific area of 8,170,000 square miles. 

The Secretary expressed the Navy’s 
gratitude to the families of the person- 
nel now in the naval service. “We hope 
their sacrifice will be made easier by 
pride in the achievements of their Navy,” 
the Secretary said. 

Secretary Forrestal stated that thus 
far in this war 29,000 Navy men have 
given their lives and 9,000 more are miss- 
ing, with 5,500 listed as prisoners of war. 
In addition 30,500 have been wounded. 
The Secretary said: “To these men and 
to their families the Navy and the Na- 
tion acknowledgés a debt surpassing all 
measure.” 





Navy Needs Equipment 


Opening the Pacific theater exhibit at 
the Navy Pier, Chicago, Admiral Ernest 
J. King, Chief of Naval Operations and 
Commander in Chief of the U. S. Fleet, 
said 18 Nov. that within the past year 
“our mobile land, sea and air forces 
have carried the battle of the Pacific 
some 8,000 miles to the westward—from 
the Gilberts to the Philippines. Mean- 
while, in the Atlantic, the war at sea 
is tapering off, except for the ever-pres- 
ent threat of renewed U-boat activity.” 

Admiral King said that assault trans- 
ports and suppiy vessels which traverse 
the wide expanses of the Pacific carry- 
ing troops and their equipment to enemy 
beachheads are not being produced rap- 
idly enough to enable the Navy to main- 
tain their momentum. : 

“Rockets are a major item in which 
we are short,” Admiral King said, de 
claring that they have proved so effective 
in combat, when launched either from 
ships or planes, that the production pro- 
gram has had to be expanded from 8 
million dollurs in the first quarter of 
1944 to 161 million the third quarter of 
1945. 

The War Exhibit which opened 18 Nov. 
is scheduled to continue for 16 days. The 
exhibit will include landing and aircraft 
demonstrations and exhibits from every 
phase of Naval warfare in the Pacific 
area. Moored in Lake Michigan will be 
a flotilla of 14 landing ships ranging 
from ocean-going LST’s to small LCVP’s. 
Mock landings will be demonstrated by 
300 hand-picked and battle-wise Marines. 

Several nation wide radio shows are 
scheduled to be broadcast from the ex- 
hibit, which is being shown to increase 
War Bond purchases during the Sixth 
War Loan Drive. 


Change Mediterranean 
Commanders 


In a shift of Allied leadership in the 
Mediterranean Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark, 
who commanded the Fifth Army in that 
theatre, has been elevated to commander 
in chief of the Allied 15th Army Group. 

General Sir Harold Alexander, who has 
been Allied commander in Italy, has been 
made supreme commander in the Medi- 
terranean and promoted to the rank of 
field marshal. He succeeds General Sir 
Henry Maitland Wilson, who is taking 
the place of the late Field Marshal Sir 
John Dill as chief of the British joint 
staff mission’ in Washington. 

No announcement has been made as to 
who will replace General Clark as com- 
manding general of the Fifth Army.

Role of National Guard 


High gratification over the statement 
by Secretary of War Stimson (ARMY AND 
Navy Journal, 26 Nov.) that the War 
Department will maintain the National 
Guard as a part of the peacetime mili- 
tary establishment was voiced this week 
by Maj. Gen. Ellard A. Walsh, President 
of the National Guard Association of the 
United States. 

In a statement to the JouRNAL, General 
Walsh said that the War Department’s 
position should bring the several com- 
ponents of the Army of the United States 
into “complete accord” and enable them 
“to work together to the end that this 
country will at long last have a sound 
military policy which will be implement- 
ed by an effective military establish- 
ment.” 

“It will further permit the several 
components of the Army to devote their 
efforts toward securing the enactment of 
a system of universal military training 
and service which is essential if we are 
to provide an effective post-war military 
establishment,” General Walsh con- 
tinued. 

Secretary Stimson had stated that he 
wanted to make it clear “that the im- 
portance of the National Guard in our 
peacetime Army will not be lessened by 
the enactment by Congress of a system of 
universal military training.” 

The text of General Walsh’s statement 
follows: 

“The National Guard Association of the 
United States is, of course, immensely grati- 
fied by the statement of the Secretary of War 
under date of 23 Nov. 1944 as to the contribu- 
tion which the National Guard has made 
toward national security, its performance in 
this war and the place which it is to occupy 
in the post-war military establishment. The 
statement of the Secretary of War, coupled 
with the statement of policy enunciated by 
General George C. Marshall under date of 
25 Aug. 1944, has completely clarified the at- 
mosphere and should leave no doubt in the 
minds of all concerned as to the attitude of 
the War Department in the complexion of 
our post-war military establishment. 

“As a result of the pronouncement of the 
Secretary of War and the policy laid down 
by the Chief of Staff, the several components 
of the Army of the United States should now 
be in complete accord and in a position to 
work together to the end that this country 
will at long last have a sound military policy 
which will be implemented by an effective 
military establishment not only capable of 
instantly expanding to war strength but 
capable of insuring the security of this Na- 
tion for all time to come. 

“Tt will further permit the several com- 
ponents of the Army to devote their efforts 
toward securing the enactment of a system 
of universal military training and service 
which is essential] if we are to provide an ef- 
fective post-war military establishment cap- 
able of insuring the security of this nation 


and in forever preserving the peace of the | 


world, 

“The National Guard subscribes fully to 
the sentiments expressed by the Secretary of 
War and to the policy laid down by the 
Chief of Staff of the Army, and will devote 
all of its efforts in making possible the ob- 
jectives outlined by them and will further 
devote its efforts to developing the National 
Guard into a most effective component of the 
Army of the United States in peace or war.’

Reward for War Service 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I was certainly surprised at the atti- 
tude taken by the Master Sergeant’s let- 
ter to the editor in the 28 Oct. issue of 
the JouRNAL on the subject of legislation 
providing for the retirement of former 
regular Army enlisted men as Warrant 
Officers who have served as commissioned 
officers in World War II. 

I will grant that in any project that 
is real large, especially like this war, 
there will be a few who are overlooked 
that deserve promotion or should be offi- 
cers, and there will be a few who become 
officers that do not even deserve to be in 
the service, however, they are very few. 

As for men being taken from the ranks 
to be commissioned as is stated in the 
Master Sergeant’s letter that is not cor- 
rect. There are four methods by which 
an enlisted man of the Army obtained a 
commission : 

1. While an enlisted man in the Regular 
Army he held a commission in the Officers 
Reserve Corps which entailed a great deal 
of extra effort and study through compul- 
sory correspondence courses to prepare hiim- 
self to be of greater help to the Army in 
time of war and was ordered to active duty 
in his commissioned status. (This opportan- 
ity wes open to all enlisted men of the Army 
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who had the initiative.) ‘ 

2. Those soldiers who through gallantry 
and a display of loyalty and leadership on 
the field of battle were commissioned by their 
theatre commanders, 

8. Those soldiers that made application to 
attend officers candidate schools with a de- 
sire to do more important work and take on 
added responsibilities in this war. These 
soldiers had to pass tough examining boards 
prior to acceptance for OCS and then go 
through 13 to 17 weeks of hard military train- 
ing and classroom studies eompeting with 
men right out of some of the best colleges 
in the country, and the more time a soldier 
had in the Army the tougher it was because 
more was expected of him. 

Those that got their commissions went to 
active duty as officers with a background 
of actual experience in the field and earned 
their salt from the start, in addition to acting 
as a counsel to new officers coming into the 
Army. (This opportunity was afforded to all 
who had the initiative.) 

4. Those regular Army men who had at 
least eight years service, four years of which 
had to be as a non-commissioned officer, were 
commissioned in the Corps of Military Police, 
then had to attend a rigid school for Officers 
of the Corps of Military Police and then went 
into the active field of duty with valuable 
backgrounds and took on added responsibil- 
ity. (This opportunity was afforded all.) 

Now after rendering important service 
as commissioned officers in time of war, 
and being accustomed to higher pay and 
prestige, should these men go back to the 
enlisted grades after the war without any 
reward or security? I am sure if this was 
done there would be no incentive left in 
anyone’s mind. We must remember that 
thousands of valuable officers and leaders 
were obtained from the ranks, who have 
brought credit and security to our coun- 
try and guided many a new officer and sol- 
dier through the tough spots. Should we 
cast them aside after the war with a 
thanks?

Services Need Nurses 


As a result of a critical shortage of 
nurses in the U. 8. Army, the War Man- 
power Commission Procurement and As- 
signment Service has sent telegrams to 
all State procurement and assignment 
committees requesting that additional 
names of nurses be made available to 
the American Red Cross for recruitment 
purposes, Paul V. McNutt, WMC Chair- 
man, has announced. 

Stating that he had been informed that 
10,000 nurses must be recruited for the 
Army immediately tn order to care ade- 
quately for wounded and sick soldiers 
overseas and at home, Mr. McNutt said 
the committees have been asked to coop- 
erate with Nursing Councils .for War 
Service in meetings of nurses in 25 of the 
country’s larger cities at which the seri- 
ousness of the Army’s nursing needs will 
be explained. 

Mr. MeNvtt said that he had been in- 
formed by Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, 
Surgeon General of the Army, that the 
Army’s need for more nurses has been 
heightened by the activation during No- 
vember of hospitals it had not been ex- 
pected to organize before next March. 
This is due, Mr. McNutt said he was in- 
formed, to the activity on all war fronts 
and the ever-increasing number of battle 
casualties. 

The Veterans’ Administration, Mr. Mc- 
Nutt continued, is also experiencing a 
serious need for additional nurses, About 
1,000 additional nurses are urgently re- 
quired to care for the growing number of 
service men in Veterans’ Administration 
hospitals, he said. 

The Navy, Mr. MeNvf€ said, will con- 
tinue to need about 500 nurses a month 
for several more months.

Biographical sketches of five of the 
brigadier generals nominated for promo- 
tion to major general follow: 


General Reynolds 
Brig. Gen. Russel B. Reynolds, nominated 
to be a major general, was born at Dundee, 
Mich., 24 Dec. 1894, served as a private, ser- 
geant and supply sergeant with 3ist Infan- 
try, Michigan National Guard from June 
1916 to January 1917, and was commissioned 
a second lieutenant, Infantry, ORC, 15 Aug. 
1917. On 1 July 1920, he was commissioned 
a first lieutenant of Infantry, Regular Army. 
His recent assignments have included Chief 
of Assignment Section, Officers’ Branch, 
Military Personnel Division, War Department 
General Staff in January 1942. In September 
1942 he became Director, Military Personnel 
Division, Services of Supply (now Army Ser- 

vice Forces), Washington, D. C. 


General Anderson 

Brig. Gen. Orvil A. Anderson, nominated 
to be a major general, was born at Spring- 
ville, Utah, 2 May 1895, attended Brigham 
Young University and was accepted as a fly- 
ing cadet on 23 Aug. 1917. He was commis- 
sioned a temporary second lieutenant in the 
Air Service on 3 Aug. 1918, and commissioned 
a second lieutenant of Air Service, Regular 
Army, 1 July 1920. 

His assignments have included that to 
Headquarters, AAF in July 1941. In March 
1942 he was assigned to the Plans Division 
of the Army Air Forces Staff in Washington, 
D. C., and subsequently became chief of that 
division. In June 1943 he was given an un- 
announced assignment overseas. 


General Hardigg 

Brig. Gen, Carl A. Hardigg, nominated to 
be a major general, was born in Uniontown, 
Ky., 28 June 1890, commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant of Infantry in the Regular Army, 30 
Nov. 1912. He was promoted to a temporary 
brigadier general on 16 Feb. 1942. 

He served as executive officer of the Ha- 
waiian Quartermaster Depot, with headquar- 
ters at Honolulu, became Quartermaster of 
Ft. Bragg, N. C. in November 1935, and was 
assigned to daty in the Office of the Quarter- 
master General in August 1936. 


General York 
Brig. Gen. John Y. York, jr., was born at 
Yorkville, W. Va., 10 April 1890, graduated 
from the University of W. Va. in 1918, re- 
ceived a degree of Doctor of Jurisprudence 
following his graduation from the University 





of Michigan in 1916. He was appointed a 
second lieutenant, Signal Reserve, 27 Nov. 
1917, and was commissioned a first lieutenant, 
Air Service, Regular Army 1 July 1920. 

He graduated from the Army War College 
in June 1938. The following September he 
became Chief, Logistics Section, Air Corps 
Tactical School, ll Field, Ala., and 
later instructor at the Armorers School, 
Kelly Field and Ellington Field, Texas. In 
April 1941 he was assigned to duty in the 
Plans Division, Office of the Chief of Air 
Corps, Washington, D. C. until June 1942 
when he was assigned with the Munitions 
Assignment Board. 

General Hatcher 

Brig. Gen. Julian 8S. Hatcher, nominated 
to be a major general, was born in Winches- 
ter, Va., 26 June 1888. He enrolled in the U. 
8S. Naval Academy 6 July 1905, and upon grad- 
uation 5 June 1909 became an ensign in the 
U. S. Navy until 6 August 1910. He was com- 
missioned a second lieutenant in the Regular 
Army 26 August 1910. 

Among his many assignments were Execu- 
tive Assistant in the Baltimore Ordnance Dis- 
trict in July 1933. He was assigned as as- 
sistant commandant of the Ordnance School 
in July 1937, and in December 1940 assumed 
command of the Ordnance Training Center, 
Aberdeen Proving Ground. He was ordered 
to Washington, D. C. for service in the Office 
of the Chief of Ordnance as Chief of the Mili- 
tary Training Division. He was designated 
Chief of the Field Service Division, Office of 
the Chief of Ordnance in January 1943. 


Jap Naval Air Nearly Through 

Vice Adm. Mare A. Mitscher, Com- 
mander of Task Force 58 of the Third 
U. S. Fleet, said this week that he be- 
lieves that the naval carrier units have 
practically eliminated Japanese naval 
aviation. He praised the excellent team- 
work of the carrier force which he com- 
manded on its Formosa and Philippine 
operations. 

Admiral Ernest J. King, Chief of Naval 
Operations and Commander in Chief of 
the U. S. Fleet, speaking at the same con- 
ference, said that he thinks the Japanese 
have only one-half the naval force they 
had when at peak strength. 

Admiral Mitscher said that his carrier 
unit in the past year and a half has de- 
stroyed 4,000 enemy planes. He pointed 
out that this is a pretty accurate ac- 
count inasmuch as only planes actually 
burning were counted as being destroyed 
on the ground. 

“T have an idea that Japanese produc- 
tion isn’t as great as they would have us 
believe,” Admiral Mitscher said, declar- 
ing that the material used in our craft 
was superior to the Japanese. Asked 
whether he believed that the Japanese 
could produce 1,500 planes a month, Ad- 
miral Mitscher said that it was hard to 
estimate and that there are many doubts. 

Admiral Mitscher said that he prefers 
the mobile carrier base for aircraft. Land 
bases are of little value after completion 
of the operation, he indicated. 

“Carriers are going to become more 
and more important because of their 
mobility,” he said. “We can carry types 
of planes aboard carriers the equivalent 
of most anything on a land base.” 

Describing the organization of Task 
Force 58, Admiral Mitscher said that it is 
divided into several groups, each group 
being commanded by a flag officer. Em- 
phasizing the size of the job of Task 
Force 58, Admiral Mitscher said that 
damage done at Formosa was a good 
example. He said that in the Philippine 
operation the force’s principal objective 
was to support General Douglas MacAr- 
thur’s troops. 

Vice Adm. John 8. McCain is now com- 
manding the Task Force. Admiral 
Mitscher said that when Admiral Mc- 
Cain is ready to come home for a rest, 
he expects once again to return to the 
Pacific and strike the Japs.

Per Diem to Naval Officer 


The Comptroller General has held (de- 
cision B-44497) that the right of a Navy 
officer to per diem in lieu of subsistence, 
as provided in orders assigning him to 
temporary duty at a certain place in con- 
nection with the conversion of a vessel 
and on board when placed in commission, 
terminated when the vessel was tempor- 
arily placed in commission to be ferried 
to another shipyard to complete the con- 
version, and, in the absence of a pro- 
vision for per diem in the new orders 
assigning him to temporary duty in con- 
nection with the second conversion pe- 
riod, a subsequent dispatch purporting to 
continue in effect the per diem authorized 
in the first orders may be given pros- 
pective effect only. 

Even though no lodging or messing 
facilities be available for Navy officers 
while traveling on Govegnment-owned 
vessels, including small surface craft, 
payment of per diem in lieu of subsis- 
tence to such officers is precluded by the 
provisions of section 12 of the Pay Re 
adjustment Act of 1942 limiting officers 
to reimbursement of actual and necessary 
expenses when traveling on Government 
owned vessels for which no transporta- 
tion fare is charged.

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Surrenders to Air Force 

The story of a German general who sur- 
rendered his ground forces to the United 
States Army Air Force was related by 
General H. H. Arnold, Commanding Gen- 
eral Army Air Forces, in an address be- 
fore the National Convention of the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars at Kansas City, 
99 Nov. 

General Arnold also declared that the 
Pacific war has been and will continue to 
pe fought in the air, recalling that in 
many naval engagements all blows struck 
have been by airplane and not by gun 
fire. 

yeneral Arnold said: 


Protects Gen. Patton’s Army 

“Very few people here know the story of 
how it became possible for General Patton’s 
Third Army to make its remarkable drive 
through France during that fantastic month 
of August. This end run had an exposed 
fank which must have scared the daylights 
out of every conventional strategist. As Pat- 
ton swept along the north bank of the Loire 
river he left no detachments to protect his 
right flank. When this drive from the Brest 
peninsula got under way, he told General O. 
Pp. Weyland, commanding the Nineteenth 
Tactical Air Command, ‘I am going to de- 
pend on you to protect my right flank with 
your airplanes. From now on you do the 
worrying about my flank.’ 

“The good weather of August made it pos- 


sible for Weyland to do exactly that. What 
amounted to a German Army south of the 
Loire was frustrated at every turn by Wey- 


land’s fighter and light bombers, prevented 
from moving to attack Patton, and battered 
to a pulp every time it tried to organize for 
battle. 

“Some 30,000 Germans south 
might have driven into our Third Army’s 
rear and deprived us of the opportunity of 
pursuing and destroying the retreating Ger- 
man forces. But Weyland used his airplanes 
in classic fashion—he spotted the German 
troops early in the game and hit them hard 
enough to convince them that it was not 
profitable to move at all in the daytime. 

“For approximately three weeks the Ger- 
man commander tried by night to move his 
divisions up to cut our Third Army’s flank. 
He couldn’t. It became clear that if he was 
to save his army, he must head back for the 
German border. He began moving in des- 
peration during daylight hours. Weyland’s 
boys pounced on him again and literally cut 
his forces to ribbons. 

“All this while, the German commander had 
not been engaged by any sizeable element of 
our ground forces. But soon—with the 
bridges of the Loire ruined by our airplanes 
—he saw that his position was hopeless. He 
surrendered, in fact, to an enemy air force. 

“His sword was taken by a corps com- 
mander of our Ninth Army who came down 
from Brest for the occasion; he had had no 
previous contact with the battle. 

“The German general made no bones about 
the fact that he was surrendering to Opie 
Weyland’s air force. He asked that—to pre- 
serve German honor—Weyland’s airplanes 
should fly over his units just before the lay- 
ing down of his arms.”

Forces—of whose very existence the Amer- 
ican public is barely aware—advanced its for- 
ward bases from 3,467 nautical miles of 
Tokyo to 1,267—an advance of 2,200 nautical

Pearl Harbor Investigations 

As the Senate on 27 Nov. passed with- 
out debate and sent to the House a reso- 
lution extending for a further six months, 
or from 7 Dec. 1944 to 7 June 1945, the 
liability of involved personnel for court 
martial for their parts, if any, in the 
Pearl Harbor catastrophe, 7 Dec. 1941, 
Representative Short, Mo., introduced a 
separate resolution in the House, which 
would not only provide the additional six 
months’ extension, but would require the 
Secretaries of War and the Navy to trans- 
mit immediately to Congress the records 
and findings of the boards of inquiry now 
before those officials. 

Pending also in the Senate is a resolu- 
tion introduced last week by Senator Fer- 
guson, Mich., calling for a Congressional 
investigation of the Pearl Harbor debacle 
by a special Senate committee. It is con- 
sidered that the Ferguson resolution has 
little chance of adoption. 

Asked by reporters 30 Nov. if the find- 
ings of the Army board of inquiry on the 
Pearl Harbor incident will result in a 
court martial and if all or part of the 
report will be made public, Secretary of 
War Stimson stated: 

“T have no comment to make. I have 
devoted an enormous amount of time to 
the matter. In due course there will be 
some statement.” 





Report On War Prisoner Camps 

Americans who are prisoners of war in 
Germany are generally treated humanely 
while those in Japan are faring better 
than those in Jap occupied territories, 
the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs reported this week. 

The Committee asserted that axis pris- 
oners in the United States, while well 
treated, are not being pampered. No evi- 
dence was uncovered, it was said, of too- 
lenient treatment of German or Jap pris- 
oners., 

The German government, the report 
said, “has endeavored to accord to Amer- 
ican prisoners * * * the standards of 
treatment prescribed” by the Geneva 
convention. The United States, the re- 
port said, abides by the letter of the con- 
vention.

branch camps are a total of 334,618 pris- 
oners, of whom 281,344 are Germans, 51,- 
032 Italians, and 2,242 Japanese. 


Post-War Naval Air 

A postwar program which would in- 
clude retention of the Navy’s ace flyers 
now in the service and training of young 
men, probably in connection with a pro- 
gram of conscription, is being drafted by 
Naval aviation, Artemus L. Gates, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy for Air, 
said 26 Nov. 

Speaking at the Naval Aviation Day 
program at the 6th War Loan exhibit at 
Chicago, Assistant Secretary Gates said: 
“Naval aviation would play an important 
role in the post-war world, but the size 
of the program would depend upon the 
Navy’s postwar commitments.” 


China Command Changes 

Maj. Gen. Robert B. McClure, who com- 
manded an American division in the 
Southwest Pacific, has been appointed 
chief of staff of American forces in the 
China theater, it was announced 26 Nov. 
He succeeds Maj. Gen. Thomas G. Hearn 
who is being given an assignment in the 
United States. Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chen- 
nault has been made adviser to the com- 
manding general of U. S. Forces in China 
in addition to his duties as 14th Air Force 
commander.

The American Red Cross reports that 
the Soviet Government has accepted con- 
ditions laid down by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment making possible the sending of 
supplies of food, clothing and medicine 
now on hand in Russia, to American 
prisoners of by way of a Russian 
port near Vladivostok.

A ten-word text cable 
to Far Eastern camps costs $6 plus a 
ten per cent tax. 

Having been approved by the Japanese 
government, at the request of the United 
States, the Swiss government has been 
authorized to extend financial aid to pris- 
oners of war in the Philippines, as has 
been done to civilian internees. This aid 
will be supplied from U. S. funds de- 
posited in Switzerland, and will be based 
on about $10 a month.

Retired Bureau Chiefs Rank 

The chairman of the House Naval Com- 
mittee, Representative Carl Vinson, Ga., 
last week introduced a bill, H. R. 5455, 
which would permit the retirement, in 
their highest grade, of Navy Bureau 
chiefs and commanders of fleets, squad- 
rons, type, or other forces of naval ves- 
sels. The bill provides: 

“That upon the completion of four or more 
years of service by an officer of the Navy as 
a chief of bureau of the Navy Department, 
such officer, upon application and at the dis- 
cretion of the President, may be placed upon 
the retired list of the Navy with the rank and 
maximum retired pay of the highest rank, 
permanent or temporary, which he held while 
serving as chief of bureau of the Navy De- 
partment.
